Section  12.  For  the  support  of  the  common  schools,  for 
normal  schools,  the  school  jesiY  which  will  begin  on  the  first  Monda}'  in  June, 
Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventj^-two, 
to  be  paid  on  warrants  to  be  drawn  by  the  superintendent  in 
favor  of  the  several  school  districts  of  this  commonwealth, 
the  sum  of  seven  hundred  thousand  dollars,  inclusive  of  the 
salaries  of  the  county  superintendent,  and  inclusive  of  the 
sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  for  the  education  of  teachers 
in  the  normal  schools  of  this  commonwealth,  to  be  applied  in 
the  same  way  and  under  the  same  conditions  as  a  similar  ap- 
propriation was  directed  to  be  applied  by  the  general  appro- 
priation act,  approved  the  eleventh  da}'  of  April,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-six:  Provided,  That  each  student 
in  a  normal  school,  drawing  an  allowance  from  the  state, 
must  receive  regular  instruction  in  the  science  and  art  of 
teaching,  in  a  special  class  devoted  to  that  object,  for  the 
whole  time  such  an  allowance  is  drawn ;  in  the  allowance  to 
soldier  students  to  normal  schools,  no  distinction  shall  be 
made  on  account  of  age ;  and  that  all  examinations  of  the 
graduating  classes  at  the  normal  schools  shall  be  conducted- 
by  a  board,  of  which  the  state  superintendent  or  his  deputy 
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shall  be  president,  of  two  principals  of  normal  schools,  of 
whom  the  principal  of  the  school  where  students  are  under 
examination  shall  be  one,  and  two  county,  city  or  borough 
superintendents  of  the  district  in  which  the  school  is  located, 
to  be  appointed  by  the  state  superintendent ;  inclusive,  also, 
of  the  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  to  the  Lincoln 
University,  to  be  used  for  the  same  purpose  as  the  appro- 
priations to  normal  schools:  Provided,  That  the  city  of 
Philadelphia  shall  be  entitled  to  a  proper  proportion  of  this 
appropriation  without  contributing  to  the  salaries  of  the 
county  superintendents;  and  that  the  sum  of  three  thousand 
dollars  of  the  amount  received  by  the  city  of  Philadelphia 
shall  be  paid  to  the  teachers'  institute  of  said  city  for  its  cor- 
porate purposes. 

Section  13.  For  the  salaries  of  the  judges  of  the  supreme  judges  of  su- 
court,  the  sum  of  thirty-five  thousand  dollars,  or  the  sum  of  P^^i^e  court. 
seven  thousand  dollars  to  each  judge,  for  the  present  year,  to 
be  in  lieu  of  all  daily  pay,  mileage  or  other  expenses  hereto- 
fore allowed  by  law. 

Section  14.  For  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the  judges  judges,  Phim- 
of  the  district  court,  and  the  judges  of  the  court  of  common  cieiiJhia.

thirty'  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sary;  each  president  and  law  judge  to  receive  four  t"housand 
dollars  salary  during  the  present  year,  except  the  president  pre.sidentjudge, 
judge  of  the  district  court  of  Cambria  county,  whoso  salary  jlj^^'l^r^iacouiity 
for  the  present  year  shall  be  one  thousand  eight  hundred  dol- 
lars.

And  ivhereaSj  It  is  provided  in  the  tenth  article  of  the  con-

That  where  any  depositor  with  any  saving  fund, 
savings  institution  or  savings  bank  whatsoever,  or  his  legal 
representatives,  shall  omit  to  make  any  demand  for  the  amount 
deposited  by  him,  or  for  any  part  thereof,  for  the  space  of 
thirty  years  after  the  last  deposit  or  payment  was  made  by  or 
to  him,  or  his  said  representatives,  no  action  or  suit  shall 
thereafter  be  brought  or  maintained  b}-  him  or  them,  for  the

Section  2.  The  name,  style  and  title  of  the  institution  and 
the  constitution  thereof,  shall  be  as  follows : 

Article  I.  The  said  institution  sliall  be  hereafter  and  for- 
ever called  and  known  b}^  the  name  and  st^^le  of  Beaver  College 
and  Musical  Institute  ;  by  that  name  it  shall  have  perpetual 
succession  and  have  the  right  to  adopt  and  use  a  common  seal, 
and  the  same  to  change  at  pleasure,  shall  be  capable  of  suing 
and  being  sued,  of  purchasing  and  taking  by  gift,  grant,  devise 
or  otherwise  for  the  use  of  the  said  college,  all  manner  of  real 
and  personal  estate,  and  of  holding',  managing  and  disposing 
of  the  same  in  like  manner  as  any  other  body  politic,  under 
the  laws  of  this  commonwealth. 

Article  2.  The  present  property  of  the  Beaver  Seminary  and 
Institute,  and  all  moneys  that  may  be  raised  for  the  purchase 
of  additional  ground,  the  erection  of  new  buildings  or  the  pur- 
chase of  apparatus,  et  cetera,  for  the  institution,  shall,  for  the 
purposes  of  this  incorporation,  be  considered  in  the  light  of 
capital  stock,  and  be  divided  into  shares,  each  share  repre- 
senting ten  dollars  of  the  money  actually  contributed  for  the 
purposes  stated, 

Article  3.  Each  stockholder  of  the  Beaver  Seminary  and  In- 
stitute shall  be  entitled  to  as  many  shares  in  the  Beaver  College 
and  Musical  Institute,  as  he  holds  shares  in  the  Beaver  Semi- 
jia.rj  and  Institute,  and  each  new  contribution  shall  entitle  the 
contributor  to  one  share  for  everj'-  ten  dollars  contributed. 

Article  4.  A  register  shall  be  kept  containing  the  names  of 
all  shareholders,  with  the  number  of  shares  held  by  each  ;  and 
no  share  shall  be  transferred  except  on  said  register,  by  the 
shareholder  in  person,  or  in  case  of  his  decease,  by  his  legal 
representative  in  the  presence  of,  and  attested  by  the  secre- 
tary of  the  board  of  trustees. 

Article  5.  The  shares  shall  be  considered  personal  property 
and  shall  pass  to  the  heirs-at-law  bj'  will  or  descent,  as  other 
personal  property,  and  b}"  assignment  pursuant  to  the  fourth 
article  of  this  charter. 

Article  6.  Each  shareholder  shall  be  a  corporator  under  this 
charter,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  a  voice  and  vote  in  all  meet- 
ings of  the  corporation. 

ArticJe  7.  The  said  college  and  musical  institute  shall  be 
under  the  management,  direction  and  government  of  a  board 
of  trustees,  to  be  elected  and  constituted  as  hereinafter  di- 
rected, subject  however,  to  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations 
as  may  be  prescribed  b}^  the  corporators.

Lowry  street  one  hundred  feet,  (100,)  depth  two  hundred  and 
twenty  feet,  (220,)  being  lots  number  thirty,  thirt3'-oue,  thirty- 
two  and  thirty-three  in  plan  of  C.  Snivel}^,  by  deed  dated  the 
nineteenth  day  of  September,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty-six,  recorded  in  AUeghen}^  county, 
deed  book  volume  ninet^'-fcur,  page  four  hundred  and  forty-

Relative  to  public  roads  in  "Upper  Saint  Clair  township,  Allegheny 

county. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met;  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
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That  the  qualiQed  voters  of  Upper  Saint  Clair  township,  Al-  Election  of  su- 
legheny  county,  shall,  on  the  third  Friday  of  March  next,  and  P'="visors. 
at  every  election  for  township  officers  thereafter,  elect   two 
citizens  of  said  township,  who  shall  be  supervisors  of  the  pub- 
lic roads  or  hi.cjhwa3^s  of  said  township  for  the  ensuing  year  ; 
and  anj^  supervisor,  after  being  duly  notified  of  his  election  or  Penalty  :o;-  ueg- 
appointment,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  take  upon  himself  the  oftu-e? '^'^^'^^' 
said  office,  shall  forfeit  or  pay  for  every  such  neglect  or  re- 
fusal any  sum,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court,  not  exceeding 
fifty  dollars,  to  be  applied  towards  repairing  the  public  roads 
or  highways  in  said  township  ;  and  if  any  supervisor  so  afore-  court  to  supply 
said  chosen  shall  refuse,  neglect,  die,  remove  out  of  the  town-  tieficiencse.s. 
ship,  or  if  at  any  time  hereafter  it  may  happen  that  no  election 
should  be  held  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  in  case  of 
any  irregularity  in  holding  such  elections  for  supervisors,  it

supervisors  to  make  out  duplicates,  and  upon  their  giving

The  said  supervisors  shall  have  power,  and  they  powwsand  du- 
are  hereby  enjoined  and  required  to  hire  and  employ  a  suffi-  ^^/^^^^J  super- 
cient  number  of  hands  to  make,  open  and  repair  ail  the  pub- 
lic roads  in  their  respective  sub-districts,  and  to  purchase 
wood,  stone  and  other  material  necessary  for  that  purpose,  to 
oversee  and  direct  the  laborers,  and  to  take  care  that  the  said 
roads  be  forthwith  eff'ectually  opened,  cleared  and  amended 
impartially;  and  any  supervisor  who  shall  refuse  and  neglect  Penalty  for np.<,'- 
to  do  and  perform  his  duty  as  directed  by  this  act,  (and  for 
which  penalties  are  not  otherwise  herein  provided.)  shall,  on 
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complaint  of  the  auditors,  be  fined  in  any  situi  not  less  than 
five  dollars,  nor  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  a 
summary  manner  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  in  Allegheny 
county,  and  to  be  applied  towards  repairing  the  public  roads 
in  said  township. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  auditors  of  the  town- 
ship to  settle  or  adjust  the  accounts  of  the  supervisor  whose 
time  of  holding  office  is  about  to  expire  ;  aod  the  said  super- 
visor shall,  on  the  second  Monday  of  April,  yearly,  produce 
fair  and  clear  accounts  of  all  sums  of  money  expended  by 
them  on  the  highways,  and  of  all  moneys  b}'  them  received 
by  virtue  of  assessment  or  otherwise,  and  of  all  fines  and 
penalties  due  from  themselves  and  others  which  have  come 
into  their  hands,  and  which  accounts  shall  be  entered  into  a 
book  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  attested  to  by  them,  on 
oath  or  affirmation,  before  a  justice  of  the  peace;  and  the 
said  auditors  shall  have  full  powers  to  allow  such  sums  and 
charges  as  they  think  reasonable,  and  if  there  shall  appear  to

visors  to  notify  the  senior  auditor  of  such  casualty  forth- 
with;  and  if  any  person  who  has  served  in  the  office  of  super- 
visor shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  up  and  produce  fair  and

tiveto.     '  other  instruments  of  writing  for  the  payment  of  money,  and 

on  actions  brought  on  contracts  for  the  loan  or  advance  of 
money,  whether  the  same  be  reduced  to  waiting  or  not,  and 
for  the  recovery  of  book  debts,  and  in  all  actions  of  scire  fa- 
cias on  judgments,  mortgages,  and  on  liens  of  mechanics  and 
material-men,  and  on  scire  facias  on  recognizances  of  bail 
for  stay  of  execution,  and  to  prosecute  writs  of  error  or  of 
^  certiorari,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  plaintiff,  on  or  at  any  time 

after  the  second  Saturday  succeeding  the  return  day  of  the 
writ,  to  enter  a  judgment  by  default  of  cours«,  notwithstand- 
ing an  appearance  by  an  attorney,  unless  the  defendant  shall 
have  previously  filed  an  affidavit  of  defence,  setting  forth  the 
nature  and  character  of  the  same;  but  no  judgment  shall  be 
entered  by  virtue  of  this  act,  unless  the  plaintiff  shall,  ten 
days  previous  to  the  return  day  of  the  original  process,  file 
"with  his  statement  or  declaration,  in  the  office  of  the  prothono- 
tary  of  said  court,  a  copy  of  the  instrument  of  writing,  book 
entries,  record  or  claim  on  which  his  action  has  been  brought; 
and  on  contracts  for  the  loans  of  monc}-,  not  in  writing,  the 
plaintiff  shall  file,  previous  to  the  return  day  aforesaid,  an 
affidavit,  setting  forth  the  terms  of  said  loan  or  advance,  with 
the  date  and  amount  thereof,  and  on  book  debts,  an  aflfldavit 
of  his  belief  of  the  correctness  of  the  account  filed,  and  the 
balance  justly  due  to  him  thereon  ;  but  if  the  copy  of  the  bill 
or  other  claims  as  aforesaid,  or  the  affidavit  aforesaid,  be  not 
filed  previous  to  the  return  day  aforesaid,  the  plaintiff  shall

.Sale  of  real  es- 
tate authorized. 


No.  186. 

To  authorize  the  minister,  trustees,  elders  aud  deacons  of  the  German 
Reformed  congregation,  in  the  borough  (now  city)  of  Lancaster,  in 
the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  to  sell  certain  real  estate. 

Whereas,  The  said  corporation  is  the  owner  of  certain  real 
estate,  whereon  their  church  edifice  is  erected,  with  the  burial 
ground  attached  thereto,  situate  on  the  south  side  of  Orange 
street,  between  Duke  and  North  Queen  streets,  in  the  city  of 
Lancaster: 

And  whereas,  At  a  meeting  of  said  congregation,  it  was 
unanimously  resolved  to  remove  the  dead  bodies  interred  in 
the  said  burial  ground,  to  the  proper  cemeteries  in  said  city : 

And  whereas,  The  ground  attached  to  said  church  is  no 
longer  necessary  for  burial  purposes,  the  congregation  desire 
to  sell  the  same ;  now,  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  ministers,  elders,  deacons  and  trustees  of  the  Ger- 
man Reformed  congregation  in  the  borough  (now  city)  of- 
Lancaster,  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  and  their  successors, 
be  and  the  said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  vacate, 
and  under  their  corporate  seal  to  sell  and  convey  in  fee  simple, 
by  public  sale  or  private  contract,  a  lot  or  piece  of  ground

That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  bank  to  transact 
financial  business  as  a  natural  person,  and  as  such  to  become 
and  act  as  treasurer  and  financial  agents  of  charitable  and 
religious  instituiions  and  corporations,  aud  as  financial  agent 
of  state  and  cit}'^  or  town  governments,  and  of  counties,  in 
the  management  of  their  business,  and  shall  give  security  to 
such  iustitutions  aud  governments  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  the  duties  required. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  bank  to  borrow  money, 
but  not  in  excess  of  its  capital  stock  subscribed,  and  to  secure 
the  same  b}'  mortgage  on  its  real  and  personal  property,  or 
pledges  of  stocks  and  bonds  or  otherwise,  and  on  such  terms 
as  a  majority  of  the  directors  may  deem  expedient.

Section  6.  That  the  board  of  directors  shall  make  all  by-

That  if,  in  consequence  of  the  annexation  of  ter-  How  number  or 
ritory  as  aforesaid  to  said  poor  district,  it  shall  by  the  board  beMicreased.'^ 
of  directors  of  the  said  district  be  found  necessary  to  increase 
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the  number  of  the  directors  of  the  same,  the  said  directors 
shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  published  in  one  or  more  of  the 
newspapers  printed  in  said  district,  four  weeks  before  any  an- 
nual election  of  directors,  which  notice  shall  designate  the  part 
of  the  district  foi"  which  the  director  or  directors  are  to  be 
chosen,  and  at  the  next  annual  election  such  additional  direc- 
tor or  directors  shall  be  elected,  for  such  term  as  shall  be  de- 
signated in  said  notice. 

Section  5.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  the 
annual  election  for  directors  of  the  Middle  Coal  Field  poor 
district  shall  be  held  at  the  times  and  places,  and  in  the  man- 
ner provided  by  law  for  the  election  of  borough  and  township 
officers  ;  the  returns  of  which  election  shall  be  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  Carbon  county ; 
and  the  judges  of  said  elections  shall  meet  at  the  poor  house 
in  said  poor  district,  on  the  Tuesday  next  after  the  election, 
with  properly  certified  returns  of  the  same,  and  after  count- 
ing the  votes,  the  said  judges  shall  issue  their  certificate  to 
the  person  elected,  and  shall  also  leave  at  the  said  poor  house, 
for  the  use  of  the  directors,  a  copy  of  the  general  return  of 
said  election,  showing  the  whole  number  of  votes  cast  at  said 
election  for  each  person  then  voted  for. 

Section  6.  Ths  person  or  persons  elected  director  or  direc- 
tors of  the  poor  of  the  Middle  Coal  Field  poor  district,  shall 
take  their  seats  as  members  of  the  board,  on  the  first  day  of 
April  next  following  his  or  their  election,  and  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  the  term  for  which  he  or  they  were  elected,  and  until 
their  successor  or  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified  :

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonioealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem-

Name.  That  the  name  of  said  corporation  shall  be  the  Western  Uni- 

versity of  Pennsylvania. 

Trustees.  SECTION  2.  The  board  of  trustees  of  the  Western  University 

of  Pennsylvania  shall  hereafter  consist  of  thirty-three  mem- 
bers, to  be  constituted  and  appointed  as  follows  :  On  the  next 
annual  meeting  of  the  board  the  trustees  now  comprising  the 
board  shall,  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  presi- 
dent, be  divided  by  lot  into  three  classes,  one  of  six,  and  two 
of  ten  each ;  the  seats  of  those  forming  the  class  of  six  shall 
thereupon  become  vacant,  and  the  other  members  having  caused

of  real,  personal  and  mixed  property  of  every  description ; 
and  said  company  shall  be  liable  to  make  good,  or  to  pay  to 
the  several  persons  who  may  or  shall  be  insured  by  said  com- 
pany, all  losses  they  may  sustain  on  the  property  insured,  in 
accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  contract,  or  policy  of  insu- 
rance issued  by  said  company ;  which  said  policj'',  and  all 
other  contracts  of  said  company,  may  be  made  with  or  with- 
out the  common  seal  of  said  company,  and  shall  be  signed  by 
the  president  or  vice  president,  and  countersigned  by  the 
secretary  or  assistant  secretary,  and  being  so  signed,  exe- 
cuted, completed  and  delivered,  shall  be  obligatory  on  said 
company. 

Section  4.  That  the  said  corporators  shall  meet  within 
twenty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  in  the  city  of  Al- 
toona,  and  shall  organize  by  choosing  from  their  own  number 
one  person  to  act  as  president,  one  person  as  vice  president, 
one  person  as  secretary,  and  the}'  shall  also  choose  one  person 
as  assistant  secretary,  and  shall  elect  three  persons  as  a  finance 
and  executive  committee,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  until 
their  successors  shall  have  been  chosen. 

Section  5.  That  the  said  directors  shall  be  divided  by  lot 
into  four  classes ;  the  terms  of  the  first  class  to  expire  on  the 
second  Monday  of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sevent^^-three,  the  terms  of  the  second  class,  on  the  second 
Monday  of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seven- 
ty-four, the  terms  of  the  third  class,  on  the  second  Monday 
of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-five, 
the  terms  of  the  fourth  class,  on  the  second  Monday  of  Feb- 
ruary, one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-six,  so  that 
hereafter  two  directors  shall  be  chosen  in  each  year ;  the  fire 
companies  forming  this  companj--  shall  each  be  entitled  to 
two  directors :  Provided,  They  shall  elect  such  directors 
within  thirty  days  after  having  been  notified  that  a  vacancy 
would  occur  to  be  filled  by  them  ;  if  any  one  fire  company 
should  neglect  or  refuse  to  elect  directors,  when  thus  notified, 
for  the  space  of  thirty  days,  then  said  directors  shall  appoint 
two  directors,  members  of  the  fire  company  thus  refusing  to 
serve,  until  the  next  regular  election ;  all  election  for  directors 
to  be  held  between  the  second  Monday  in  January  and  the 
first  Monday  in  February ;  the  annual  meeting  of  directors 
shall  be  held  on  the  second  Monday  of  February ;  no  person 
shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  director,  except  active  or  life 
members  of  the  aforesaid  fire  companies,  or  such  other  fire 
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companies  as  may  be  associated  with  them,  as  hereinafter  pre- 
scribed ;  for  the  purpose  of  securing  competent,  skillful  offi-  Active  officers, 
cers,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  corporators,  or  their  succes- 
sors in  office,  to  select  as  active  officers  two  persons,  of  their 
own  number,  who  are  skillful  underwriters,  capable  of  ascer- 
taining and  fixing  rates,  and  two  of  their  own  number,  who 
are  active  firemen,  capable  of  directing  the  work  of  fire  com- 
panies. 

Section  6.  That  the  said  corporators  be  and  they  are  hereby  capital  stock, 
authorized  to  create  a  capital  stock,  to  the  amount  of  one  hun- 
di'ed  thousand  dollars,  with  the  privilege  of  increasing  said 
capital  stock  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  five  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars,  and  to  issue  certifica,tes  of  stock  therefor  in  shares  certificates. 
of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  not  more  than  one  hundred  shares 
to  be  taken  or  held  by  any  one  corporation,  company  or  person. 

Section  7.  Immediately  after  the  organization  of  said  cor-  subscriptions, 
porators  as  hereintofore  described,  bool^s  of  subscription  for 
said  capital  stock  shall  be  opened  at  three  or  more  places  in 
the  city  of  Altoona,  and  subscriptions  obtained  thereto,  on 
which  ten  per  centum  of  the  amount  subscribed  shall  be  col- 
lected within  ten  days  thereafter,  and  the  residue  in  such  in- 
stalments, and  at  such  times,  as  shall  be  designated  by  a 
majority  of  said  corporators,  or  their  successors  in  office  ; 
each  of  the  aforesaid  fire  companies  to  have  the  privilege  of  rp^j^i^g^fgtogij, 
taking  one  hundred  shares  of  said  stock ;  the  members  of  said 
fire  companies  to  have  the  privilege  of  taking  the  residue  of 
said  stock,  if  taken  within  thirty  days  thereafter;  if  the  mem- 
bers of  said  companies  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  take  said 
residue,  or  any  part  thereof,  persons  not  members  of  said 
companies  shall  have  the  privilege  of  taking  the  stock  thus  re- 
fused or  declined,  on  the  terms  hereintofore  prescribed  ;  and 
when  one-half  of  the  aforesaid  stock  shall  have  been  taken  as 
hereintofore  prescribed,  the  said  company  shall  proceed  to 
issue  policies  and  transact  business. 

Section  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  corporators,  or  their  How  capital  to 
successors  in  office,  to  invest  not  less  than  twenty  per  centum 
of  the  paid  up  capital  in  United  States,  state  or  corporation 
bonds,  within  thirty  days  after  the  same  shall  have  been  re- 
ceived, and  shall,  within  ninety  days  thereafter,  invest  not 
less  than  forty  per  centum  of  the  same  in  first  mortgages  on 
real  estate,  not  exceeding  sixty  per  centum  of  the  value  of  the 
property  mortgaged  ;  the  residue  to  be  invested  in  dividend 
paying  stocks  of  other  corporations,  and  such  property  as 
shall  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  use  and  business  of  said 
company,  reserving  such  an  amount,  temporarily  invested  in 
call  loans,  properly  secured  by  collaterals  deposited  in  bank 
or  held  by  the  company,  as  may  be  needed  for  the  payment 
of  expenses  or  losses. 

Section  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  corporators,  or  their  corporators  to 
successors  in  office,  to  meet  on  the  second  Monday  of  January,  ascertain  condi-^ 
April,  Jul^^  and  October  of  each  year,  to  examine  and  ascertain  and  makestate'- 
the  condition  of  said  company,  and  make  a  statement  of  the  'i^^^'^- 
same,  to  be  entered  in  the  minutes  of  the  company ;   they 
shall,  at  such  meetings,  ascertain  the  full  amount  of  capital 
paid  in,  the  amount  of  premiums  and  interest  received,  the 
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amount  of  losses  and  expenses  paid  out,  the  amount  of  funds 
on  hand  not  earning  interest  or  dividends  ;  and  if  they  shall 
find  the  amount  of  funds  thus  on  hand  to  exceed  ten  per 
centum  of  the  gross  assets,  said  excess  shall  be  invested  as 
hereintofore  prescribed,  within  twenty  days  thereafter. 

Section  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  secre- 
tary, or  vice  president  and  assistant  secretary,  to  make  a  full 
statement  of  the  affairs  of  said  company,  between  the  tenth 
and  twentieth  daj's  of  January  and  July  of  each  year,  show- 
ing the  business  as  it  appeared  at  the  close  of  the  preceding 
half  year,  with  a  statement  of  the  business  during  the  pre- 
ceding six  months,  embracing  the  total  amount  received,  the 
amount  paid  away,  the  increase  of  surplus  during  the  said 
six  months,  the  amount  of  assets,  and  how  the  same  is  in- 
vested or  where  deposited  ;  said  statement  to  made  under 
oath. 

Section  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  corporators  or  their 
successors  to  meet  at  the  office  of  the  company,  in  Altoona, 
within  thirty  da3's  after  the  time  fixed  for  making  semi-annual 
statements,  and  if  they  find  a  net  earned  surplus  exclusive  of 
the  amount  of  unpaid  losses,  and  the  necessary  amount  for 
reserve,  estimating  one-half  per  centum  on  the  whole  amount 
at  risk,  the}'  may  declare  a  cash  dividend  not  exceeding  two- 
thirds  of  said  net  surplus,  one-half  of  which  shall  be  paid  to 
the  stockholders,  and  the  other  half  to  the  said  fire  companies, 
and  such  other  fire  companies  as  may  hereafter  be  associated 
with  them,  exclusive  of  the  amount  that  may  be  due  on  stock 
held  by  said  companies;  the  remaining  one-third  of  net  sur- 
plus to  accumulate  as  a  net  surplus  fund,  until  the  same  shall 
be  equal  to  ten  per  centum  on  the  capital  stock  paid  up,  when 
it  shall  be  capitalized  and  credited  to  the  coi#iDanies  or  per- 
sons holding  said  stock,  the  same  as  an  instalment  on  the  un- 
paid part  of  said  stock ;  no  dividend  exceeding  two-thirds  of 
the  net  surplus  shall  be  paid  until  the  full  amount  of  said 
stock  shall  have  been  paid  up. 

Section  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  corporators,  or  their 
successors  in  office,  to  ascertain,  semi-annually,  the  whole

five  dollars  for  absenting  themselves  from  any  special  or  stated 
meeting,  except  in  cases  of  sickness  or  absence  from  the  city  : 
Provided,  That  they  have  been  notified  in  writing  at  least  five 
days  prior  to  said  meeting  ;  the  president,  vice  president,  sec-  compensation

and  no  individual  stockholder  shall  be  responsible  in  his  pri- 
vate capacity  for  any  debt  or  liability  of  said  company,  be- 
yond the  amount  due  and  unpaid  on  stock  subscribed  by  him, 
but  in  case  of  violation  of  the  charter,  intentionally  or  by 
fraud,  the  person  guilty  thereof  shall  be  personally  liable  to 
said  company  or  to  the  assured,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Section  15.  If  the  aforesaid  fire  companies,  and  the  fire  Neglect  of  com- 
companies  that  may  hereafter  become  associated  with  them,  or  afi"ctors  ^&V^ 
a  majority  of  them,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  elect  directors  as 
hereinbefore  prescribed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  cor- 
porators, or  their  successors  in  office,  to  call  a  meeting  of  the 
stockholders  to  elect  directors  to  fill  vacancies  resulting  from 
such  neglect  or  refusal,  and  the  said  fire  companies  thus  ne-

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made  upon  their  order,  checks  or  receipts,  shall  discharge 
said  corporation  from  any  further  claim  for  the  same  ;  and 
deposits  so  made  by  married  women  or  minors  shall  not,  at 
any  time,  be  subject  to  the  claim  or  demand  of,  or  payable  to 
the  husband  of  said  married  woman,  or  to  the  parents  or 
guardian  of  such  minor. 

Section  3.  That  for  the  security  of  the  depositors  of  tlie 
said  corporation,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  persons  named  in 
the  first  section,  and  such  others  as  ma}''  become  associated 
with  them  as  stockholders  in  the  company  incorporated,  to 
raise  and  form  a  capital  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to 
be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  and  paid 
in  as  required  by  the  board  of  directors  ;  but  fifty  thousand 
dollars  shall  be  paid  in  before  the  said  corporation  shall  com- 
mence business  ;  the  directors  of  the  said  corporation  may  in- 
crease the  capital  stock  thereof,  as  they  shall  from  time  to 
time  elect,  to  any  amount  not  exceeding  -two  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars :  Provided,  That  the  stockholders,  at  the  time  of 
such  increase,  shall  each  be  entitled  to  a  j^ro  rata  share  of  such 
increase,  upon  ihe  payment  of  the  par  value  thereof;  said 
right  to  be  forfeited  if  not  availed  of  within  ten  days  of  the 
time  fixed  for  subscription  by  public  notice. 

Section  4.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  have  authority  to 
invest  its  funds  in  the  purchase  of  the  stock  of  this  common- 
wealth, or  of  tlie  United  States,  or  other  stocks  and  bonds,  or 
real  or  personal  securities,  or  in  such  other  manner  as  may 
be  deemed  appropriate  and  safe. 

Section  6.  That  the  directors  shall  have  power  by  their  bj''- 
laws  to  prescribe  the  form  of  certificate  to  be  issued  to  deposi- 
tors, and  the  mode  of  makiuj?  them  transferable,  the  time  and 
mode  of  electiuf^  directors  and  officers,  and  the  method  of  filling 
vacancies  in  the  board  of  directors,  the  qualifications  of  direc- 
tors and  oflicers,  and  may  add  to  the  number  of  directors  in 
such  manner  as  the  by-laws  may  prescribe  ;  but  the  whole  num- 
ber of  the  directors  shall  at  no  time  exceed  nine. 

Section  6.  That  there  shall  be  a  meeting  of  a  majority  of  the 
persons  named  in  the  first  section,  within  twelve  months  from 
the  passage  of  this  act,  as  a  majorit}^  of  them  shall  appoint, 
for  the  purpose  of  receiving  subscriptions  for  the  capital  stock 
of  said  corporation,  and  choosing  from  among  the  subscribers 
six  directors  to  manage  the  affairs  of  the  said  corporation  ; 
said  directors  shall  choose  from  their  own  number  a  president, 
and  may  appoint  and  remove  at  will  such  oflicers  as  they  may 
deem  necessary ;  said  directors  and  president  to  remain  in 
office  until  a  new  election  shall  take  place  as  provided  in  the 
by-laws,  and  to  have  and  to  exercise  all  of  the  rights,  powers 
and  privileges  which  are  intended  to  be  hereby  given,  and  pre- 
scribe the  duties  and  fix  the  compensation  of  the  president 
and  other  officers  of  said  bank,  and  to  prescribe  the  rate  of  in- 
terest to  be  received  by  said  bank  in  its  loans,  not  to  exceed 
six  per  cent. 

Section  7.  That  the  real  estate  which  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
said  corporation  to  have,  shall  be  only  such  as  is  requisite  for

Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  seventy-two,  that  the  public  debt  of  said  county 
has  greatly  increased,  and  that  public  opinion  is  fully  im- 
pressed with  the  conviction  that  this  is  the  result  of  official 
extravagance  and  corruption,  and  that  the  accounting  and  au- 
diting officers  of  said  county  have  failed  to  do  their  duty : 

And  whereas,  It  is  due  to  the  people  upon  whom  the  bur-  .  '•' 
dens  fall,  that  an  investigation  should  be  instituted  and  in- 
quiries directed  to  ascertain  the  true  causes  of  the  state  of 
things  thus  complained  of,  and  that  all  persons  who  have  dis- 
honestly or  unlawfully  used  or  applied  to  their  own  use  the 
public  funds  of  said  county,  should  be  compelled  to  reckon 
for  the  same  and  to  repay  the  amount  with  interest ;  therefore. 
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Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
hly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same. 
That  Thomas  E.  Cochran,  Levi  Maish  and  Charles  B.  Wallace, 
be  and  are  hereby  appointed  auditors,  whose  duty  it  shall  be, 
after  having  first  being  duly  sworn  or  affirmed  to  discharge 
their  duties  with  fidelity  and  impartialitj',  and  having  filed  a 
copy  of  said  qualification  in  the  prothonotary's  oflTice  of  the 
court  of  common  pleas  of  York  county,  to  revise,  re-examine 
■  and  re-settle  the  several  accounts  of  the  respective  county

Section  2.  That  the  auditors  above  appointed  shall  meet 
at  the  auditor's  office,  in  the  court  house,  in  the  borough  of 
York,  and  shall  continue  their  sessions,  from  time  to  time, 
until  said  re-examination  and  re-settlement  shall  be  fully  com- 
pleted and  ended,  and  shall  each  receive  a  compensation  of 
three  dollars  for  each  and  every  day,  not  exceeding  ninety 
days,  in  which  they  shall  be  actually  engaged  in  the  discharge 
of  their  duties ;  which  amount,  together  with  all  expenses  for

pleas  of  said  county  ;  and  the  provisions  of  the  fify-fifth,  fift}-- 
sixth,  fifty-seventh  and  fifty-eighth  sections  of  the  act  of  April

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem-

dumb  animals  ;  the   said   society  is  also  empowered  to  erect  May  erect  loun- 
and  maintain  fountains,  tanks,  troughs  or  other  receptacles  of  {;,'^,'qj^;P4^^''^'^ 
fresh  water,  in  eligible  localities,  for  gratuitous  distribution  to 
the  dumb  creation,  and  to  purchase,  print,  publish  and  circu- 
late such  tracts  and  books  as  are  fitted  to  promote  the  objects 
of  the  society,  and  to  appoint  or  employ  such  agents  as  the 
board  of  managers  may  from  time  to  time  deem  necessary. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  corporators  whose  First  election 
names  are  mentioned  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  any  for  officers. 
five  of  them,  after  due  notice  published  in  one  or  more  news- 
papers printed  in  the  city  of  Lancaster,  to  meet    together 
and  to  elect  a  president,  five  vice  presidents,  a  secretary,  a 
treasurer,  and  ten  persons  who  shall  constitute  a  board  of 
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managers,  in  whom  shall  be  vested  the  control  and  manage- 
ment of  the  affairs  of  said  corporation  ;  and  the  board  of 
managers  mjly  appoint  such  other  officers  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  society.

rating the  Siverlj'  farm  from  the  land  of  the  Siverly  Run  Oil

and  the  mayor  shall  administer  the  same  obligation  to  each 
newly  elected  member  of  the  council  ;  and  the  council  shall

bers :  Provided,  That  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  council  sub-

The  election  of  officers  by  council  shall  be  at  a 
cers  by  council.  ^\^q  fl^ed  by  Ordinance,  and  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  a  concur- 
rence of  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  members  present 
shall  be  required,  and  the  result  shall  be  recorded  in  the  jour- 
saiaricsanddu-  nal  of  proceedings  ;  the  salaries  of  said  officers  and  their  du- 
^^^^'  ties  to  be  fixed  and  designated  by  ordinance,  except  wherein 

the  same  are  specially  fixed  and  determined  in  this  or  some 
Term  of  service.  Other  act  of  assembly  ;  the  term  of  service  of  said  officers 
shall  be  one  year  for  treasurer,  controller,  attornc}^  and  engi- 
neer, for  others  to  be  fixed  by  council,  and  until  the  elcciiou 
or  appointment  and  qualification  of  their  successors;  but 
officers  appointed  to  fill  vacancies,  shall  respectively  hold  for 
the  unexpired  term  only  :  Provided,  That  ten  days  be  allowed 
retiring  officers  to  prepare  papers  and  unfinished  business, 
to  be  handed  over  to  ttieir  successors  in  office. 

Section  C.  That  the  mayor,  treasurer,  controller,  attorney, 
engineer,  street  commissioner  and  collector  shall,  before  en- 
tering upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  give  bond  with  se- 
curit}',  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  council,  in  such  sum 
as  may  be  fixed  by  council,  conditioned  for  the  fixithful  dis- 
charge of  their  duties  ;  and  all  ofiicers  shall  render  an  account 
once  a  month  to  the  controller,  who  shall  submit  the  same  to 
the  council. 

Section  7.  That  any  officer  elected  by  the  people  or  by 
council,  for  whose  removal  from  office  no  other  provision  has 
been  specially  made,  either  in  this  or  any  other  act  of  assem- 
bly, may  be  removed  from  such  office  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  all  the  councilmen:  Provided,  That  "no  officer  be  removed 
except  for  cause,  nor  unless  furnished  with  the  charges  and 
heard  in  his  defence,  and  the  council  shajl  have  power  to  com- 
pel the  attendance  of  councilmen  and  witnesses,  and  produc- 
tion of  papers  when  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  either  party 
or  parties  in  such  trial,  and  shall  proceed  to  hear  and  deter- 
mine upon  the  merits  of  the  case ;  and  if  such  officer  neglect 
to  appear  and  make  answer  to  such  charges,  then  the  council 
may  declare  the  office  vacant :  Provided  J ur  ther,  That  in  case 
charges  are  preferred  against  a  mayor  or  councilmen,  such 
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ma3'or  or  councilman  shall  not  sit  in  his  official  capacity  upon 
his  trial. 

Section  8.  That  no  ulclerman  nor  constable  of  said  city,  nor  incompatibility 
any  person  holding  an  office  of  profit  or  trust  under  this  act, 
and  the  act  to  which  it  is  a  supplement,  or  the  ordinances  of 
the  council,  the  emoluments  whereof  are  paid  out  of  the  trea- 
sury of  said  city,  shall  be  competent  to  serve  as  a  council- 
man. 

Section  9.  No  member  of  the  council  shall  receive  any  com-  counciimen  not 
pensation  for  his  services,  or  be  appointed  to  or  competent  to  i-o  receive  com- 
hold  any  office  of  which  the  emoluments   are  paid  from  the  interested  in 
city  treasury,  or  by  fees  directed  to  be  paid  by  any  act  or  or-  •^^'^'^^^cts,  &c. 
dinance,  or  be  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  any  contract, 
the  expenses  or  consideration  whereof  are  to  be  paid  under 
or  by  authority  of  any  law,  ordinance  or  resolution  of  said 
cit}^,  or  receive  any  reward  or  gratuity'-  from  any  one  interest- 
ed in  the  sale  or  furnishing  of  any  supplies  or  materials  to  or 
for  the  use  of  said  city;  and  any  member  violating   any  of  penalty, 
these  provisions  shall  forfeit  his  membership,  and  shall  be 
held  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof,  be 
sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars. 

Section  10.  That  in  addition  to  the  powers  already  confer-  Additional  pou- 
red upon  the  citj^  council,  it  shall  have  power  to  prevent  or  ers  couterred  ou 
regulate  all  performances  or  devices  tending  to  the  collection  ^'^'^"^'^^• 
of  persons  on  the  streets  and  sidewalks  or  public  waj's,  by 
auctioneers  or  others,  for  the  purpose  of  business,  amusement 
or  otherwise;  to  define  and  declare  what  shall  be  deemed  nui- 
sances, punish  the  authors  thereof  with  fine  and  imprison- 
ment, and  authorize  the  summary  abatement  thereof;  to  pro- 
hibit, restrain  or  regulate  the  use  of  locomotive  engines  wdthia  •    ^ 
the  cit}^,  the  fuel  used  in  propelling  locomotives,  the  rate  of  , 
speed  and  making  up  of  trains,  the  blowing  of  locomotive 
whistles,  to  require  the  erecting  of  gates  and  maintaining  of                      •     , 
watchmen  at  crossings  of  streets  and  public  grounds  of  said 
city,  and  to  exercise  every  other  power  in  reference  to  the 
running  of  cars,  and  use  of  locomotives  and  railroad  tracks, 
necessary  to  secure  the  safety  of  citizens'  lives  and  propertj-, 
and  the  free  and  unobstructed  use  of  the  highways  of  said 
city  ;  to  regulate  the  running  of  horse  railway  cars,  the  laying 
down  of  the  tracks  for  the  same,  the  transportation  of  pas- 
sengers thereon,  and  the  kind  of  rail  to  be  used  ;  to  authorize 
the  arrest,  fining  or  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  or  work- 
house, at  discretion,  of  keepers  exhibitions,  or  visitors  at  any 
gaming  table,  gambling  house,  house  for  fortune  telling,  houses 
of  ill  or  bad  repute,  or  other  place  of  bad  device,  and  all  per- 
sons who  go  about  for  purposes  of  gaming,  or  w^ho  shall  have 
in  their  possession  any  article  or  thing  used  for  obtaining 
money  under  false  pretentions,  or  by  not  rendering  an  equiva- 
lent for  money  paid. 

Section  11.  Ordinances  of  the  corporation  may  be  enforced  how  ordinances 
by  the  imposition  of  fines,  forfeitures  and  penalties  on  an^^  may  be  en- 
person  violating  the  same  ;  and  the  fine,  penalty  or  forfeiture  ^°'^^^^- 
may  be  prescribed  in  each  particular  ordinance,  or  by  a  general 
ordinance  made  for  that  purpose ;  and  the  corporation  shall 
have  power  to  provide  for  the  prosecution,  recovery  and  col- 
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lection  of  all  such  fines,  forfeitures  and  penalties,  and  also  to 
provide  that  all  persons  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  pay 
the  fine  imposed  on  conviction  of  an  offence,  together  with  costs 
of  prosecution,  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  or  work- 
house, at  the  discretion  of  the  mayor  or  alderman  before  whom 
the  conviction  is  had,  not,  however,  exceeding  ninety  days. 

Section  12.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  city 
council  from  time  to  time  to  permit  and  license  brokers  within 
the  said  cit}',  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  they  may 
think  proper,  and  to  prohibit  all  other  persons  from  using  and 
exercising  the  business  of  broker  therein  ;  and  farther,  to  pass 
such  laws  and  ordinances  as  they  may  from  time  to  time  deem 
necessary  for  the  good  government  and  control  of  all  pawn- 
brokers, and  persons  who  may  keep  oyster  cellars,  or  keep 
03'^sters  within  the  said  cit}'',  and  to  impose  a  license  or  fee 
thereon  ;  and  further,  to  impose  a  license  or  fee  upon  all  whole- 
sale liquor  dealers,  and  upon  all  manufacturers  of  bitters, 
mineral  water,  pop,  patent  medicines,  ale,  beer  or  any  kind  of 
malt  liquors ;  and  further,  to  lay  and  assess  upon  all  the  goods, 
wares  and  merchandise,  and  upon  all  articles  of  trade  and 
commerce  sold  in  said  city,  including  sales  at  auction  or  other- 
wise, an  annual  tax  for  the  use  of  said  cit}^,  to  be  levied  and 
collected  from  the  venders  of  said  articles,  in  same  manner  as 
other  city  taxes  are  now  levied  and  collected,  and  as  they 
may  think  just  and  equitable,  and  to  establish  such  rates  of 
license  as  they  may  think  proper,  on  all  carts,  drays,  wagons 
and  other  vehicles  passing  in  or  through  said  city,  to  be  col- 
lected from  all  persons,  firms  or  corporations  not  exempted 
by  this  act,  that  ma}'  use  the  streets  of  said  city,  whether  resi- 
dent or  non-resident  therein:  Provided,  That  this  act  shall 
not  apply  to  strangers  or  travelers  passing  through,  or  to 
farmers  and  dair3'men  offering  produce  for  sale,  and  building 
material  in  said  cit3\ 

Section  13.  Fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures,  and  dues  im- 
posed by  any  ordinance  may,  in  all  cases,  in  addition  to  any 
other  mode  provided,  be  recovered  before  any  court  of  compe- 
tent jurisdiction,  mayor  or  alderman,  in  the  name  of  the  corpo- 
ration ;  and  in  any  suit  or  action  when  pleading  is  necessary, 
it  shall  be  sufficient  to  declare  generally  for  the  amount 
claimed  to  be  due  in  respect  of  the  violation  of  the  ordinance, 
referring  to  its  title  and  the  date  of  its  passage,  and  showing 
as  near  as  may  be  the  time  of  its  alleged  violation. 

Section  14.  All  ordinances  passed  by  the  city  council  shall 
be  signed  by  the  mayor,  and  countersigned  by  the  controller. 

Section  15.  The  printed  copies  of  the  ordinances  of  the 
corporation,  published  under  its  authority,  and  transcripts  of 
any  ordinance,  any  act  or  proceeding  of  council,  recorded  in 
any  journal  kept  under  the  direction  of  said  council,  aud  cer- 
tified by  the  controller,  shall  be  received  in  evidence  for  any 
purpose  for  which  the  original  ordinance  book  or  journal 
would  be  received,  and  with  as  much  effect ;  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  controller  to  furnish  such  transcripts,  and  he  shall 
be  entitled  to  charge  therefor,  at  the  same  rate  the  clerk  of 
common  pleas  is  entitled  to  charge  for  transcripts  from  the 
records  of  said  court. 
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Section  16.  The  city  council  shall  possess  all  legislative  Further  powers 
powers  granted  by  this  act  and  the  act  to  which  it  is  a  sup-  of  council, 
plement,  and  all  other  corporate  powers  not  by  the  said  acts 
or  by  some  ordinance  conferred  in  pursuance  of  said  act  in 
some  officers  of  the  corporation  ;  they  shall  have  the  control 
and  management  of  the  finance  and  of  all  the  property,  real 
and  personal,  belonging  to  the  corporation. 

Section  17.  The  mayor  of  said  city  shall  be  its  chief  execu-  Mayor,  his  pow- 
tive  officer,  and  the  conservator  of  its  peace;  he  shall  have  ersanddnties. 
and  exercise  within  the  city  limits  the  powers  conferred  on 
sheriff's  of  the  county  to  keep  the  peace  within  the  city  limits, 
and  to  suppress  disorder,  to  apprehend  any  person  committing 
any  offence  against  the  laws  of  the  state  or  the  ordinances  of 
the  city,  and  all  disorderly  persons;  he  shall  keep  the  cor- 
porate seal  in  his  charge,  and  shall  sign  all  commissions,  li- 
censes and  pei'mits  granted  by  the  council,  and  such  other 
acts  or  papers  as  may  require  by  ordinance,  his  certificate ; 
and  it  shall  be  his  special  duty  to  cause  the  ordinances  of  the 
city  to  be  faithfully  and  constantly  obeyed  and  observed. 

Section  18.  The  mayor  shall  have  power  to  issue  his  sub-  May  issue  sub- 
poena, in  common  form,  to  any  person  or  j)ersons  in  this  com-  pceua  to  wit- 
monwealth,  commanding  him  or  them  to  appear  and  give  evi- 
dence in  any  or  all  complaint,  matters,  indictment,  plea  or 
thing  of  a  civil  or  criminal  nature  within  his  jurisdiction 
made  or  depending  ;  and  persons  thus  subpoenaed  shall  attend 
accordingly,  and  give  evidence  under  such  pains  and  penal- 
ties as  are  by  law  incurred  by  any  person  or  persons  refusing 
to  attend  and  give  evidence  when  subpoenaed  for  that  purpose; 
to  recover  summarily  or  b}^  penal  action,  as  the  case  may  be,  jj^^^  recover 
any  fine,  penalty  or  forfeiture  inflicted  for  the  violation  of  the  ^n^^,  &c.,  for 
provisions  of  any  ordinances  that  have  been,  or  that  may  here-  dinances.° 
after  be  ordained  or  enacted  by  the  council  for  the  govern- 
ment of  said  city. 

Section  19.  The  mayor  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  hold  Emoluments. 
and  enjoy  all  the  emoluments  which,  by  the  by-laws  and  ordi- 
nances of  the  said  corporation,  are  now  or  may  be  hereafter 
annexed  or  attached  to  his  said  office  ;  and  for  the  purpose  of  rp„  ^^^^  ^^^  e^. 
enforcing  the  observance  of  said  laws  and  ordinances,  and  erctsejurisdic- 
preserving  the  peace  and  good  order  of  the  city,  he  shall  have  tices  ot°  peace!'^' 
and  exercise  all  the  powers,  jurisdictions,  authorities,  fees  and 
perquisites,  now  exercised  by  and  appertaining  to  an  alder- 
man or  justice  of  the  peace  of  Yenango  county:  Provided, 
Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  give  him  jurisdiction 
or  any  authority  in  civil  cases  :  And  provided  further,  That 
he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  in  addition  to  the  said  emolu- 
ments, fees  and  perquisites,  an  annual  salary  not  exceeding  saiaiy. 
one  thousand  dollars,  the  amount  of  which  shall  be  fixed  by 
the  council,  and  which  shall  not  be  increased  or  diminished 
during  his  term  of  office. 

Section  20.  In  addition  to  the  duties  required  by  this  act  other  powers 
of  assembly,  and  the  act  to  which  it  is  a  supplement,  and  the  "-ud  duties  of 
powers  j)rescribed  therein,  the  niaj^or  shall  have  such  other 
powers,  and  perform  such  other  duties,  which  may  be   com- 
patible with  the  nature  of  his  office,  as  are  or  shall  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  city  council.  • 
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Section  21,  The  maj'or  is  hereby  authorized,  in  case  of  ne- 
cessary absence  from  the  city,  of  his  sickness  or  other  tem- 
porary disability,  to  designate  one  of  the  aldermen  of  said 
city,  who  shall  exercise  all  the  powers,  and  discharge  all  the 
duties  of  mayor  of  said  cit.y ;  and  for  all  the  official  acts  of 
said  deputy,  the  mayor  shall  be  responsible:  Provided,  That 
in  case  of  such  absence  or  disabilit}'',  the  council  may  elect 
one  of  their  number  to  preside  at  their  meetings,  j^'i'o  tempore. 

Section  22.  The  controller  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  the 
proceedings  of  the  city  council,  and  of  all  laws,  ordinances 
and  regulations  passed  and  enacted  by  said  council ;  he  shall 
have  the  general  supervision  and  control  of  all  the  fiscal 
aflairs  of  the  city,  to  be  exercised  in  the  manner  which  may 
be  by  ordinance  prescribed ;  he  shall  keep  a  full  regular  set  of 
books,  exhibiting  accurate  statements  of  all  moneys  received 
and  expended  for  account  of  the  city  corporation  by  all  city 
officers  and  other  persons,  and  of  all  property  owned  by  the 
city,  and  of  the  income  derived  therefrom  ;  he  shall  examine 
all  claims  and  demands  against  the  city,  and  present  tbem  to 
the  council  for  approval,  and  shall  countersign  such  warrants 
on  the  city  treasurer  in  paj'raent  thereof,  and  such  only  as 
are  ordered  by  council  to  be  drawn  ;  he  shall  have  authority 
to  administer  oaths  or  affirmations  to  any  person  engaged  in 
receiving  or  disbursing  the  city  moneys,  and  to  all  persons 
presenting  claims  or  accounts  against  the  city. 

Section  23.  The  books  and  papers  of  the  controller  shall  at 
all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  any  citizen,  and  he  shall 
report  to  the  council  at  such  times  and  in  such  manner  as 
said  council  may,  by  ordinance  or  resolution  direct,  all  mat- 
ters or  things  necessary  to  exhibit  the  true  financial  condition 
of  the  city,  or  of  any  department  of  said  corporation,  or  touch- 
ing any  subject  upon  which  said  council  may  devise  informa- 
tion which  he  can  furnish;  he  shall,  on  the  first  Tuesday  of 
April  of  each  year,  render  to  council  a  report  of  the  financial 
condition  of  the  city,  giving  a  full  statement  of  all  receipts 
and  expenditures  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year. 

Section  24.  The  controller  shall  promptly  report  in  writing, 
to  the  city  attorney,  any  default  or  delinquency  of  any  receiv- 
ing or  disbursing  city  officers,  which  he  may  discover  in  their 
accounts. 

Section  25.  It  shall  be  the  dut}'-  of  the  treasurer  to  receive 
and  safely  keep  all  moneys  accruing  to  the  city  corporation, 
and  shall  pay  out  the  same  on  warrants  drawn  by  the  mayor, 
and  countersigned  by  the  controller,  and  not  otherwise  ;  he 
shall  keep  accurate  accounts  thereof,  and  make  such  reports 
in  relation  thereto  as  council  may  'by  ordinance  direct ;  he 
shall  give  every  person  paying  money  into  the  city  treasury 
a  duplicate  receipt  therefor,  specifying  date  of  j^ayment  and 
upon  what  account  paid.

for ;  the  said  money  to  be  offered  in  sums  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars, and  no  interest  shall  be  computed  on  said  indebtedness 
subsequent  to  March  first,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
seventy-one,  when  the  charter  of  the  said  borough  of  Oil  City 
was  annulled. 

Section  33.  That  the  above  mentioned  board  of  trustees 
shall  have  power  to  appoint  one  of  their  number  chairman,

ings of  said  board  when  circumstances  require  it,  or  upon  the 
request  of  one  of  the  members,  and  who  shall  sign  warrants 
drawn  by  order  of  the  board  upon  the  treasurer  thereof,  for 
the  payment  of  its  attorney  and  treasurer,  and  for  other  neces- 
sary expenses.

Relative  to  streets  in  the  city  of  Oil  City. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same. 
That  the  council  of  the  city  of  Oil  City  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered,  when  it  may  deem  the  same  necessary,  to  lay 
out  and  open  new  streets,  lanes  and  allej^s  in  said  city,  and  to 
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widen,  straighten  and  extend  any  streets,  lanes  or  alleys  of* 
said  city,  and  to  levy  and  collect  the  value  of  joroperty  thus 
taken,  or  the  damages  done  to  i^roperty  thereby,  by  an  assess- 
ment upon  the  properties  benefited  by  any  such  improvement : 
Provided  however,  That  before  any  such  street,  lane  or  alley  Proviso. 
can  be  opened,  and  before  any  private  property  shall  be  taken 
for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  all  damages  which  any  owner  or 
owners  of  property  may  sustain,  or  be  likely  to  sustain  there- 
by, shall  first  be  ascertained  and  paid  as  hereinafter  directed, 
and  to  grade  and  re-grade,  pave  and  re-pave  the  same,  or  any 
portion  thereof. 

Section  2.  That  whenever  said  council  shall  desire  to  widen.  To  flx  location 
open,  straighten  or  extend  any  street,  lane  or  alle}^,  it  shall  by  pouu^viewers 
ordinance  fix  the  location,  breadth  and  length  of  the  same,  &^- 
and  appoint  three  discreet  and  disinterested  freeholders  of 
said  cit}'  as  viewers  to  view  the  premises,  appraise  the  dam- 
ages, and  make  assessments  of  benefits. 

Sections.  That  said  viewers,  before  entering  upon  per- Duties  of  view- 
formance  of  their  duties,  shall  be  sworn  faithfully,  honestly  ^^''^' 
and  impartially  to  discharge  the  duties  of  their  appointment ; 
they  shall  give  five  days'  notice,  by  handbills  posted  up  in 
the  most  conspicuous  places  along  the  route  of  the  proposed 
improvement,  of  the  time  they  will  view  the  premises  and  re- 
ceive claims  for  damages  ;  they  shall  appoint  a  convenient 
time  and  place,  and  give  notice  thereof  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided for,  to  all  parties  or  their  agents  claiming,  or  likely  to 
claim  damages,  when  they  will  hear  their  allegations  and  evi- 
dence on  the  subject ;  they  shall  make  a  true  and  conscionable 
appraisement  of  damages,  taking  into  consideration  the  pro- 
bable advantages  and  benefits  which  any  owner  or  owners  will 
be  likely  to  sustain  by  reason  of  the  proposed  improvement; 
after  ascertaining  the  whole  amount  of  damages,  they  shall 
assess  the  same  equitably  and  justly  upon  the  property  that 
may  be,  or  will  likely  be  benefited  by  said  improvement ;  they 
shall  have  a  plot  prepared  by  the  engineer  of  the  proposed 
improvement,  indicating  its  location,  and  the  location,  size 
and  boundaries  and  improvements  of  each  property  damaged 
or  benefited,  with  the  name  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  each, 
and  shall  prepare  a  statement  showing  the  amount  of  dam-

Relating  to  fishing  in  the  streams  in  the  counties  of  Adams  and  Ve- 
nango. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tations of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylxmnia  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  after  the  passage  of  this  act  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  fish 
with  nets,  seines,  spears,  fish  baskets  in  any  river,  creek,  run 
or  stream  in  Adams  and  Yenango  counties,  for  the  space  of 
two  years ;  and  any  person  or  persons  offending  against  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  shall  pay  for  the  first  offence  five  dol- 
lars, and  for  each  offence  thereafter  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars, 
one-half  to  go  to  the  informer,  and  the  other  half  to  the  school 
fund  of  the  township  or  townships  in  which  such  offence  is 
committed  ;  one  suit  may  be  brought  before  any  justice  of  the 
peace  of  said  county  for  the  recovery  of  said  penalty,  in  the 
same  manner  as  is  now  provided  by  law  for  the  bringing  of 
suits  before  justices  of  the  peace:  Provided^  That  there  shall 
be  no  stay  of  execution  after  judgment ;  and  upon  failure  of 
any  person  against  whom  judgment  shall  be  rendered  for  of- 
fending against  the  provisions  of  this  act,  pay  said  judgment 
forthwith,  he  shall  be  committed  to  the  jail  of  the  said  county 
for  a  period  of  not  less  than  ten,  nor  more  than  thirty  days ;

sale  :  Prodded,  That  such  constable  shall  be  entitled  to  one- 
half  of  the  penalt3'  as  hereinbefore  provided  ;  and  further, 
that  he  fchall  be  entitled  to  such  fees  as  are  now  allowed  by 
law.

said  directors  and  president  to  remain  in  office  until  a.  new 
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election  shall  take  place,  as  provided  in  the  by-laws,  and  to 
have  and  to  exercise  all  the  rights,  powers  and  privileges 
which  are  intended  to  he  hereby  given. 

Section  T.  That  the  real  estate  which  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  said  corporation  to  hold  shall  be  such  as  its  directors  may 
deem  requisite  for  the  transaction  of  its  business,  and  such  as 
it  may  find  necessary  to  purchase  at  judicial  sale  or  otherwise 
to  invest  its  funds  or  secure  debts  due  it ;  that  in  all  cases  of 
loans  upon  real  estate,  the  expenses  of  researches,  examina- 
tion of  certificates  and  recording  papers,  shall  be  paid  by  the 
borrower.

Be  it  eno.cted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Coimnonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  aidhority  of  the  same.

R.  nine,  Williams  Martin,  George  F.  Bentley,  F.  M.  Wheeler, 
N.  F.  Underwood,  R.  Manville,  G-  G,  Waller,  Ira  Nichols, 
Daniel  La  Bar,  W.  R.  Stone,  B.  M.  Atwater,  Arad  Lakin,  W. 
H.  Stone,  D.  O.  Jones,  N.  A.  Monroe,  C.  C.  Jadwin,  G.  F. 
Wilbur,  J.  E.  Woodmansee,  F.  A.  Beamish  and  J.  W.  Thrall, 
or  any  seven  of  them,  and  those  who  may  associate  with  them 
as  stockholders,  be  and  they  are  hereby  incorporated  and  con- 
stituted a  body  politic  and  corporate,  b}'  the  name,  style  and 
title  of  the  Wayne  County  Railroad  Company,  with  perpetual  xuie.

and  the  counties  of  Delaware  and  Broome,  in  the  state  of 
New  York,  and  may  consolidate  with,  lease  or  be  leased  to,  Maycocsoii- 
from  or  by  any  railroad  company  incorporated,  or  to  be  iu-  complnUis^&f 
corporated  under  authority  of  this  or  New  York  state,  either 
before  or  after  the  commencement  or  completion  of  the  roads 
of  any  of  the  contracting  corporations. 

Section  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  one  capiui  stock, 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred 
dollars  each,  with  privilege  of  increasing  the  same,  by  the 
action  of  the  president  and  directors  at  any  time,  and  from 
time  to  time,  to  such  amount  as  they  may  deem  requisite  to 
carry  into  effect  the  full  intents  and  purposes  of  this  act  ;  and 
the  original  capital  stock  authorized  by  this  act  may  be  taken 
by  the  parties  aforesaid,  at  anytime,  without  previous  notice;

To  an  act,  entitled  "An  Act  concerning  streets  and  sewers  in  the  city 
of  Pittsburg." 

Whereas,  The  acts  relating  to  streets  and  sewers  in  the 
city  of  Pittsburg,  requires  certain  notices  to  be  given  in  pro- 
ceedings for  the  opening,  grading,  paving  and  curbing  of 
streets,  et  cetera,  and  construction  of  sewers  and  sidewalks 
in  said  city ;  and  it  is  represented  that  in  some  instances 
said  notices  have  not  been  properly  given,  and  it  is  not  deemed 
expedient  that  the  cost  of  said  improvements  should  fall  upon 
the  tax-payers  of  said  city  on  account  of  mere  informalities  ; 
now  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  liepresen- 
f-atives  of  the  Commonicealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  no  assessment  for  the  opening,  widening,  grading,  paving 
and  curbing  of  any  avenue,  street,  lane  or  alley,  or  for  the 
construction  of  any  sewer  or  sidewalk  in  said  city  of  Pitts- 
burg, heretofore  made,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  made,  shall 
be  defeated  for  want  of  any  notice  required  by  the  several 
acts  of  assembly  and  ordinances  relating  thereto,  or  for  any 
other  informality  or  irregularity  in  said  proceedings :  Provided,, 
That  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  prevent  any  defence 
showing  want  of  authority  in  said  city,  or  its  officers  to  do

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represent 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem, 
hly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  Thomas  M.  Howe,  James  H.  Hopkins,  Alexander  Brad-  corporators.

in  eligible  localities,  for  gratuitous  distribution  to  the  dumb  <Sfc. 
creation,  and  to  purchase,  print,  publish  and  circulate  such 
tracts  and  books  as  are  fitted  to  promote  the  objects  of  the 
society,  and  to  appoint  or  employ  such  agents  as  the  board 
of  managers  may  from  time  to  time  deem  necessary. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  corporators  whose  ^^^^^  election 
names  are  mentioned  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  any  five  for  officers, 
of  them,  after  due  notice  published  in  one  or  more  newspapers 
printed  in  the  city  of  Pittsburg,  to  meet  together  and  to  elect 
a  president,  ten  vice  presidents,  a  secretary,  treasurer,  and 
twenty  persons  who  shall  constitute  a  board  of  managers,  in 
whom  shall  be  vested  the  control  and  management  of  the 
affairs  of  said  corporation ;  and  the  board  of  managers  may 
appoint  such  other  officers  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  trans- 
action of  the  business  of  the  society. 

Section  4.   In  the  month  of  January,  in  every  subsequent  subsequent 
year,  an  election  for  officers  and  managers  of  the  said  society  elections.

payable  to  the  commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  for  its  own 
use,  are  hereby  directed  to  be  paid  to  the  committee  hereinaf- 
ter named,  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  law 
library,  to  be  kept  in  the  court  house  or  other  county  house 
of  said  county,  for  the  use  of  the  court  and  bar  thereof :  Pro-  provigg^ 
vided  however.  That  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  impair 
or  affect  any  claim  for  costs  or  for  damages  to  which  any  per- 
son may,  under  existing  laws,  be  entitled  to  out  of  such  for-

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felted  recognizance,  for  injuries  sustained  by  such  person  by 
the  commission  of  the  crime  of  misdemeanor  on  account  of 
which  such  recognizance  may  have  been  given. 

Section  2.  The  money  thus  arising  shall  be  expended  from 
time  to  time,  under  the  direction  of  a  committee  composed  of 
three  resident  members  of  the  bar  of  said  county,  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  said  county  at  the 
next  term  immediately  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  said  com- 
mittee to  continue  until  the  next  succeeding  first  day  of  Jan- 
uary, and  the  said  court  shall  annually,  at  the  last  term  of

The  said  court  shall  from  time  to  time,  adopt 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  or  expedient 
for  the  proper  use  and  preservation  of  said  library,  and  shall 
require  said  committee  annually  at  the  last  term  of  said  court 
in  each  year,  as  well  as  at  other  times  when  it  may  be  deemed 
expedient,  to  present  to  the  court  a  detailed  account  in  writ- 
ing of  their  doings,  showing  the  condition  of  their  library, 
number  of  volumes,  and  such  other  Information  as  may  be 
required,  together  with  a  statement  of  all  moneys  received  or 
expended  by  them  during  the  year  ;  which  report  shall  be  in- 
spected by  the  court,  and  remain  open  to  exceptions  until  the 
first  day  of  January'  then  next  ensuing,  after  which,  if  no  ex- 
ceptions are  filed,  the  same  shall  be  filed  among  the  archives 
of  said  library  ;  and  all  funds  and  property  belonging  to  said 
library  in  the  hands  of  said  committee  shall  be  immediately 
handed  over  to  their  successors,  which  duty  may  be  enforced 
in  case  of  default  by  attachment  or  otherwise  as  the  court  may 
direct. 

Section  4.  The  commissioners  of  said  county  are  required 
as  soon  as  practicable,  to  designate  a  room  in  the  court  house 
or  other  county  house  of  said  county  for  said  library,  from 
whence  the  books  of  said  library  shall  not  be  removed  except 
by  order  of  the  court,  in  term  time,  or  in  accordance  with  the 
rules  and  regulations  adopted  as  above  directed ;  and  the  clerk 
of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  is  required  to  prepare  within 
ten  days  after  the  close  of  each  term  of  said  court,  two  certi- 
fied lists  of  all  recognizances  forfeited  during  said  term,  one 
of  which  lists  he  shall  deliver  to  the  committee  aforesaid,  and 
the  other  to  the  district  attorney  of  said  county;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  said  district  attorney  to  proceed  forthwith  to 
collect  the  amounts  thereof,  and  pay  the  same  to  the  said  com- 
mittee.

collateral  security  for  loans,  advances  or  discounts,  estate, 
real,  personal  or  mixed,  including  th"  notes,  bonds  and  obli- 
gations of  United  States,  states,  individuals  or  corporations,

Section  5.  The  board  of  directors  shall  consist  of  nine 
persons,  to  be  elected  annuall}^  on  the  second  Wednesday  of 
Januai-y,  by  ballot,  by  the  stockholders,  at  a  meeting  to  be 
publicly-  called  for  the  purpose  by  the  board  of  directors,  each 
stockholder  being  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock 
held  and  owned  by  him,  and  may  vote  in  person  or  hy  writ- 
ten proxy :  Provided,  Said  prox}--  is  dated  and  executed  at 
least  five  days  prior  to  said  election.

To  prevent  the  destruction  of  lish  in  Little  Conewago  creek  and  its 
tributaries,  and  the  west  branch  of  the  Codorus  creek  and  its  tribu- 
taries, in  York  and  Adams  counties. 

Section  \.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Eepresen- 
tativesofthe  Gommonu^alth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
lly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  it  shall  not  be 
lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  take,  capture  or  destroy  excrprisyhook 
fish  by  seine  or  seines,  drag-net  or  drag-nets,  set-net  or  set-  Mbiti^u.^'  ^^^' 
nets,  dip-net  or  dip-nets,  stir-net  or  stir-nets,  fish-basket,  eel- 
weirs,  brush  or  fascine  nets,  or  any  means  or  contrivances 
whatever  of  the  nature  of  a  sieve  which  are  known  to  destroy 
or  capture  fish,  or  to  destroy  or  capture  them  by  shooting  or 
striking  through  the  ice,  or  otherwise  than  by  hook  and  line, 
commonly  known  as  angling,  in  the  above  named  streams, 
Little  Conewago  creek,  in  Adams  county,  from  its  junction 
with  Big  Conewago  creek,  in  said  county,  to  its  source,  and 
all  its  tributaries,  and  the  west  branch  of  the  Codorus  creek, 
in  York  county,  from  the  breast  of  the  Spring  Forge  paper 
mill  dam  to  its  source,  and  all  its  tributaries.

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Section  2.  That  any  person  or  persons  offending  against 
the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section  shall  be  liable,  upon 
conviction  thereof  by  summary  process  before  any  justice  of 
the  peace  for  this  commonwealth,  to  a  penalty  of  thirty  dol- 
lars, one-third  to  the  informer,  one-third  to  the  constable  who 
may  make  the  arrest,  and  the  balance  to  the  school  fund  of 
the  school  district  in  which  the  offence  may  have  been  com- 
mitted ;  said  penalties  to  be  recoverable  before  a  justice  of 
the  peace,  whose  decision  shall  be  final,  by  an  action  of  debt 
in  the  name  of  the  commonwealth,  as  debts  are  recoverable 
by  law:  Provided^'That  any  person  or  persons  so  offending, 
on  conviction  thereof  as  aforesaid,  who  are  unable  or  unwil-

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonxoealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same. 
That  Robert  Wilson,  Isaac  Mumma,  Henr^--  J.  Milej,  William 
K.  Wilson,  Jacob  Roop,  Abner  Rutherford,  George  G.  Kun- 
kel,  IMartiu  W^etzel  and  Jacob  Hocker,  and  their  associates,  or 
persons  who  shall  become  stockholders,  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  made  and  constituted  a  body  politic  and  corporate  in 
law,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  the  Highspire  Car  and 
Manufacturing  Company,  to  be  located  in  the  town  of  High- 
spire, in  the  county  of  Dauphin,  and  by  the  said  name  they 
and  their  successors  shall  and  may  have  perpetual  succession, 
and  shall  in  law  be  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading 
and  being  impleaded,  in  all  courts  of  law  or  equity  within  this 
commonwealth  or  elsewhere,  and  also  of  contracting  and  being 
contracted  with  relative  to  the  business  and  objects  of  the  cor- 
poration, as  hereinafter  declared ;  and  they  and  their  asso- 
ciates and  successors  as  aforesaid,  shall  have  power  to  lease 
or  purchase  and  hold,  in  fee  simple,  such  real  estate  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  business  of  said  corporation,  not  exceed- 
ing twenty  acres  of  land,  except  such  other  lands  as  may  be 
conveyed  to  the  said  corporation  as  security  for  the  payment 
of  debts. 

Section  2.  That  the  business  of  this  corporation  shall  l)e 
the  manufacturing  and  repairing  of  all  kinds  and  description 
of  railroad  cars,  or  the  manufacture  of  such  other  articles, 
implements  or  materials  as  a  majority  of  the  stockholders  shall 
determine,  and  to  vend,  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same,  together 
with  everything  that  may  be  deemed  necessary  in  the  prose- 
cution of  their  business.

Section  8.  That  the  board  of  directors  shall  procure  certi- 
ficates of  stock  of  said  company,  and  shall  deliver  one  certifi- 
cate, signed  by  tlie  president  and  attested  by  the  secretary 
and  sealed  with  the  common  seal  of  said  corporation,  to  each 
person,  for  such  share  or  shares  of  stock  as  are  b}^  him  or  her 
respectively  owned  ;  which  certificates  of  stock  shall  be  trans- 
ferable only  by  the  owner  thereof,  in  person  or  by  attorney 
duly  authorized  for  that  purpose,  in  the  presence  of  the  presi- 
dent or  secretary,  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose  :  Provided^ 
That  no  certificates  of  shares  shall  be  issued  to  awy  share- 
holder until  such  shares  shall  be  fully  paid  in  cash  ;  the  board 
of  directors  of  said  compan}^  shall  make  dividends  of  so  much 
of  the  net  profits  of  the  company  as  shall  appear  to  them  ad- 
visable, at  such  time  or  times  in  each  and  every  j'ear  as  the 
b3'-laws  may  provide  ;  which  dividend  shall  be  paid  by  the 
treasurer  to  the  stockholders  on  demand,  thirty  days  after  the 
same  shall  have  been  declared.

Whereas,  That  part  of  the  Harrisburg  and  Millerstown  preamble, 
turnpike  road  extending  from  M'Clay  street,  in  the  city  of 
Harrisburg,  to  Fort  Hunter,  in  Susc[uehanna  township,  Dau- 
phin county,  has  been  abandoned  and  neglected  bj''  the  com- 
pany formerly  owning  the  same,  for  a  period  of  twelve  years 
and  more,  and  in  consequence  thereof  the  said  piece  of  road 
has  become  a  charge  upon  the  citizens  of  said  township:

the  same  in  that  good  condition  required  by  public  necessity ; 
therefore, 
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Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  ofRepresen' 
iativesofthe  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bli/  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  Daniel  D.  Boas,  Jacob  R.  Eby,  A.  0.  Heister,  John  A . 
Smull,  L.  N.  Ott,  D.  W.  Gross,  George  Bergner,  Abraham

For  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  said  commis- 
sion to  properly  make  repair  and  keep  up  the  said  piece  of 
read,  said  commission  is  hereby  empowered  and  authorized 
to  lay  a  rate  of  assessment  not  exceeding  six  mills  on  the 
dollar,  annuall}',  (upon  the  assessed  value,)  on  all  real  estate, 
farms,  houses  and  lots,  pieces  or  parcels  of  land  lying  along 
and  abutting  on  said  piece  of  road,  arid  on  all  personal  pro- 
perty, offices,  trades  and  occupations  carried  on  along  the  line 
thereof,  and  on  the  property  above  described,  as  fully  as  the

Section  L  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Seriate  and  House  of  Bejjreseji- 
iatives  of  the  GoinmomvealthofPeny\sylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  John  A.  Smull,  Dr.  George  W.  Porter,  William  Colder,

The  said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  es-  uous^aiufby-" 
tablish  such  rules  and  regulations  and  by-laws  for  the  manage-  laws  for  man- 
ment  and  coaduct  of  its  business  and  officers,  and  of  its  offi-  smi^s^.'&c"^  '^"' 
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cers,  agents,  servants  and  members  as  they  may  think  proper, 
and  for  the  time  and  manner  of  holding  elections,  filling  va- 
cancies, and  appointment  of  agents,  servants  and  employees  : 
Provided  ahvays,  That  they  be  in  conformity  to  the  laws  of 
this  state. 

Section  4.  Said  corporation  shall  have  the  right  to  pre- 
scribe the  rules,  regulations,  term  and  conditions  under  and 
upon  which  members  may  be  received  into  and  expelled  from 
said  corporation,  and  may  revise  and  alter  the  same  from 
time  to  time  as  they  may  think  proper. 

Section  5.  Said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  appoint 
inspectors,  as  many  as  they  shall  see  fit,  to  examine,  measure 
and  inspect  lumber,  timber,  shingles,  wood  and  every  other 
article  of  traffic  commonly  dealt  in  by  the  members  of  said 
corporation,  or  any  of  them,  or  by  persons  engaged  in  what 
is  commonly  understood  to  be  the  lumber  business,  and  to 
prescribe  the  rules  and  fix  the  grades  by  which  such  inspec- 
tors shall  be  governed  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  ;  and 
the  certificate  of  such  inspector  as  to  the  quality,  quantity 
and  character  of  such  article  thus  inspected,  and  their  mark 
thereon,  shall  be  evidence  between  buyer  and  seller  of  the 
grade,  quantity,  quality  or  character  of  the  same,  shall  be 
binding  upon  the  members  of  said  corporation  or  others  in- 
terested who  shall  obtain,  require  or  assent  to  the  employ- 
ment of  said  inspectors ;  nothing  herein  contained,  however, 
shall  compel  the  employment  by  any  one  of  any  such  inspec- 
tors. 

Section  6.  Said  corporation  may  impose  fines  upon  any  of 
the  members  thereof,  and  collect  the  same,  for  breach  of  its 
rules,  regulations  or  by-laws,  but  no  fine  shall  exceed  twenty- 
five  dollars  ;  and  such  fines,  when  incurred,  may  be  collected 
by  action  of  debt  before  the  recorder  or  anv  justice  of  the 
peace  in  the  city  of  Williamsport,  Lycoming  count}-,  in  the 
name  of  the  corporation. 

Section  7.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  consti- 
tute and  appoint  committees  of  reference  and  arbitrations,  and 
committees  of  appeals,  who  shall  be  governed  by  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  in  the  rules,  regulations 
or  by-laws,  for  the  settlement  of  such  matters  of  difference  as 
may  be  voluntarily  submitted  for  arbitration  by  members  of 
said  corporation  or  by  other  persons  not  members  thereof; 
the  acting  chairman  of  either  of  said  committees,  when  sitting 
as  arbitrators,  may  administer  oaths  to  the  pai'ties  and  wit- 
nesses, and  issue  subpoenas  and  attachments  compelling  at- 
tendance of  witnesses,  the  same  as  justices  of  the  peace,  and 
in  like  manner  directed  to  any  officer  to  execute. 

Section  8.  When  any  submission  shall  have  been  made  in 
writing  and  a  final  award  shall  have  been  rendered,  and  no 
appeal  taken  within  the  time  fixed  by  the  rules  or  bjMaws  of 
said  corporation  relating  thereto,  then,  on  filing  such  award 
and  submission  with  the  prothonotary  of  the  court  of  common 
pleas  of  Lycoming  county,  and  shall  be  entered  of  record, 
and  shall  therefore  return  a  judgment  of  record,  with  like 
effect  on  other  judgments  of  record  in  said  court,  and  shall  be 
entered  upon  the  judgment  debt  of  said  court,  and  execution 
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may  issue  thereon  in  like  manner  and  with  like  effect  as  upon 
other  judgments  in  said  court.

not  exceeding  twenty  thousand  dollars  :  Provided,  That  a  ma- 
jority of  the  stockholders  consent  thereto.

To  enable  the  borough  of  Danville,  in  the  county  of  Montour,  to  estab- 
lish water  works. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tativesofthe  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  ihe  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  burgess  and  town  council  of  the  borough  of  Dan-  Bur"-essand 
ville,  in   the  county  of  Montour,  are  hereby  empowered  to  council  autiior-

provide,  erect  ana   maintain  all  works  and   machinery  neces-  ^vorks. 
sary  and  proper  for  raising  and   introducing  into  the  said 
borough  a  sufficient  supply  of  pure  water  for  the  use  of  its 
inhabitants,  and  for  that  purpose  may  provide,  erect  and  main- 
tain all  proper  buildings,  cisterns,  reservoirs,  engines,  pumps, 
pipes  and  conduits,  for  the  reception  and  conveyance  of  water  ; 
and  they  are  authorized  and  empowered,  by  themselves,  their 
agents,  engineers  and  workmen,  and  with  their  tools,  carts,  iands  to  obtain 
wagons  and  beasts  of  draught  or  burden,  to  enter  upon  such  {ay'pfpes^  ^^'^ 
lands  and  enclosures,  streets  lanes  and  alleys,  roads  and  high- 
ways, as  may  be  necessary  to  occupy,  or  to  obtain  materials 
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for  the  construction  of  said  works,  and  to  occupy  ditches  and 
lay  pipes  through  the  same,  and  the  same  from  time  to  time 
to  repair ;  and  for  taking  private  property  they  shall  make 
adequate  compensation,  the  amount  thereof  to  be  ascertained 
as  provided  for  in  the  act  of  assembly,  passed  the  twenty- 
fourth  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
nine,  entitled  "A  supplement  to  an  act  to  provide  for  the  in- 
corporation of  gas  and  water  companies,"  approved  March 
eleven,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-seven;  but  they 
may  take,  use  and  occupy  such  private  property,  without  first 
making  compensation  therefor,  upon  giving  to  the  owner  or 
owners  of  the  same  the  bond  of  the  said  borough,  in  such  sum 
as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  them  with  the  said  owner  or  owners, 
or  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  said 
count}'',  or  any  two  judges  of  the  said  court  when  the  said 
court  is  not  in  session,  conditioned  for  the  payment  of  such 
damages  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  borough  and  such 
owner  or  owners,  or  as  may  be  assessed  by  law. 

Section  2.  To  enable  the  said  burgess  and  town  council  to 
provide,  erect  and  maintain  the  said  works,  machinery,  build- 
ings, cisterns,  reservoirs,  engines,  pumps,  pipes  and  conduits, 
they  shall  have  the  power  to  borrow  such  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  necessar}',  not,  however,  to  exceed,  in  the  whole,  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  and  to 
issue,  in  payment  thereof,  coupon  bonds  of  the  said  borough, 
in  sums  not  less  than  fifty  dollars,  bearing  a  rate  of  interest 
not  exceeding  eight  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  semi-an- 
nualh^,  the  principal  payable  at  the  pleasure  of  said  borough, 
in  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  twenty  years  ;  and  the  said 
bonds  shall  be  exempt  from  all  taxation,  except  for  state  pur- 
poses. 

Section  3.  That  all  money  received  from  the  negotiation 
of  said  bonds,  together  M'ith  all  water  rents,  income  or  profit 
from  the  water  works,  shall  be  kept  apart  from  the  other  mo- 
neys of  the  said  borough,  and  shall  be  designated  the  water 
fund,  and  shall  be  expended  onlj^  in  the  construction,  main- 
tenance and  repair  of  said  works,  or  in  the  pa^'ment  of  the 
interest  and  principal  of  the  said  bonds ;  and  to  further  enable 
them  to  pay  the  interest  and  principal  of  said  bonds,  the  said 
burgess  and  town  council  are  authorized  to  levy,  assess  and  col- 
lect, annually,  on  all  property,  now  or  hereafter  taxable  for  bor- 
ough purposes,  in  addition  to  the  rate  of  tax  now  authorized  by 
law,  a  tax  not  to  exceed  seven  mills  on  the  dollar,  to  be  known 
as  the  water  tax,  which  shall  be  kept  separate  from  other 
borough  taxes,  and  shall  be  paid  into  and  constitute  part  of 
the  said  water  fund. 

Section  4.  That  A.  G.  Voris,  Dan  Morgan  and  John  C 
Rhodes,  be  and  are  hereby  appointed  water  commissioners  for 
the  purpose  of  supervising  and  overseeing  the  construction, 
maintaining  and  managing  of  the  said  water  works,  the  first 
named  of  whom  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  one  year, 
the  second  for  two  years,  and  the  last  named  person  for  three 
years ;  and  hereafter  the  burgess  and  town  council  shall  ap- 
point, annually,  a  person  as  water  commissioner  to  hold  his 
office  for  a  term  of  three  years,  and  any  other  agent  or  officers

that  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act ; 

and  the  compensation  of  said  commissioners  and  other  officers  Corapensatiou.

nor  any  member  of  the  town  council  shall  at  any  time  serve

That  the  said  burgess  and  town  council  shall  Burgess  and 
have  power  and  authority  to  ordain  and  enact  all  laws  and  g°'^pt°\aws^re- 
ordinances  to  enable  them  to  convey  the  said  water  through  lative  to  con- 
the  said  borough  in  all  directions,  and  to  such  points  outside  w1u|r°flx*hy- 
of  the  borough,  in  the  vicinity  thereof,  as  may  be  desired,  and  drams.  &c. " 
to  fix  hydrants  and  fire  plugs  wheresoever  they  may  deem 
proper,  and  to  determine  and  adjust  the  rates  and  prices  to 
be  paid  for  the  use  of  the  water,  and  to  ordain  and  enact  all 
needful  by-laws,  ordinances  and  regulations,  and  generally  to 
do  all  things  requisite  and  necessary  for  carrying  into  full 
effect  all  the  objects  contemplated  in  this  act. 

Section  6.  The  owners  of  all  real  estate  shall  be  personally  Property  owu- 
liable  for  the  water  furnished  for  use  and  used  upon  such  real  ^atef  u?ed  on 
estate,  but  the  said  burgess  and  town  council  may,  without  premises, 
effecting  such  liability,  contract  with  and  collect  the  water 
rents  from  the  lessee  or  lessees  of  the  property. 

Section  7.  If  any  person  shall  wilftilly  or  maliciously  do  Penalty  for  in- 
or  cause  to  be  done,  any  act  or  acts  whatever,  whereby  any  J^^^ing  works, 
engine,  pump,  machinery,  cistern,  reservoir,  pipes,  conduits 
or  any  other  matter  or  thing  appertaining  to  the  said  water 
works  shall  be  stopped  or  obstructed,  injured,  contaminated 
or  destroyed,  the  person  or  persons  so  ofiending  shall  be  con- 
sidered guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  may  therefor  be  indicted 
in  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  Montour  county,  and  on 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding 
five  hundred  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  not  exceeding  one  year, 
or  both  at  the  discretion  of  the  court :  Provided^  That  such 
criminal  prosecution  shall  not  in  any  way  impair  the  right  of 
the  said  borough  to  recover  full  compensation  n  damages  by 
civil  suit.  .

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresen- 
tativesofthe  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 

Corporators.  That  William  J.  Reed,  A.  Jackson  Amnerman,  A.  Geriger, 
S.  P.  Kase,  William  F.  Gearhart,  William  Kiner  and  D.  H.  B. 
Brower,  and  such  other  persons  as  may  be  associated  with 
them,  their  successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby  created  a  cor- 

Titie.  poration  under  the  name,  style  and  title  of  the  Danville  Pub- 

lishing Company,  with  a  capital  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  to  be 
divided  into  two  hundred  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each,  with  the 

Capital.  privilege  of  increasing  the  same  to  any  amount  not  exceeding 

twenty  thousand  dollars,  by  a  vote  of  the  stockholders,  at  an 
annual  or  special  meeting  to  be  convened  for  that  purpose  by

To  an  act,  entitled  "An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Philadelphia  Association 
for  the  Kehef  of  Disabled  Firemen,"  approved  the  twcntj'-tifth  day 
of  March,  Anno  Domini  one  tliousand  right  hundred  and  thirty-five, 
changing  the  object  of  said  corporation  to  that  of  a  funeral  benefit 
society. 

Whereas,  The  Association  for  the  Relief  of  Disabled  Fire- 
men was  incorporated  at  a  time  when  the  fire  department  of 
the  city  of  Philadelphia  was  a  voluntary  organization  and  no 
compensation  was  paid  to  those  who  performed  the  duties  as 
active  firemen  in  said  city  : 

And  whereas,  The  capital  of  said  association  has  increased, 
partly  by  the  annual  dues  of  its  members,  and  partly  by  do- 
nations made  from  time  to  time  by  charitable  individuals,  and 
by  bequests,  and  partly  by  penalties  incurred  under  various 
acts  of  assembly,  and  by  interest  upon  its  investments,  until 
said  capital  is  now  about  the  sum  of  forty-one  thousand  dol- 
lars : 

Aiid  ichereas,  By  the  establishment  of  a  fire  department  in 
said  cit3',  under  which  the  persons  performing  duties  as  fire- 
men are  paid  out  of  the  funds  appropriated  for  that  purpose 
by  the  public  authorities  for  their  services  at  fires,  and  the 
late  volunteer  department  has  been  superseded  ;  for  the  pur- 
pose of  using  the  capital  of  said  association  in  furthering,  as 
far  as  practicable,  the  wishes  and  intentions  of  those  who  have 
made  contributions  or  bequests  to  said  association  ;  therefore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represeii. 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assenv 
hly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  all  and  every  person  who  shall,  at  the  time  of  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act,  be  members  of  the  Association  for  the  Relief 
of  Disabled  Firemen  of  Philadelphia,  and  no  othei',  be  and 
are  hereby  constituted  and  declared  a  corporation  by  the 
name,  style  and  title  of  the  Volunteer  Firemen's  Funeral  Re- 
lief Fund  Association  of  Philadelphia,  and  by  that  name, 
style  and  title  shall  have  existence  as  long  as  any  of  the  mem- 
bers thereof  shall  live ;  that  upon  the  acceptance  of  this  act

Preamble. 


"Whereas,  The  Armenia  Insurance  Company  of  Pittsburg) 
Pennsylvania,  was  incorporated  and  made  a  body  politic  in 
law  and  in  fact  by  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Allegheny 
county,  at  number  eight  hundred  and  sixty-two  (862)  of  March 
term,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventj'-two,  under  the 
acts  of  assembly  giving  the '  courts  of  this  commonwealth 
power  to  incorporate  insurance  companies,  et  cetera,  and  of 
which  said  charter  the  following  is  a  true  and  correct  copy, 
namely : 

CHARTER  OF    THE    AKJIENIA   INSURANCE    COMPANY   OP   PITTSBURG, 

PENNSYLVANIA.  ^ 

Section  1.  That  S.  S.  D.  Thompson,  James  T.  Brady,  Joseph  corporators.

sioners shall  organize  and  receive  subscriptions  to  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company  ;  each  person  subscribing  shall  pay  the 
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amount  subscribed  in  cash,  to  the  chairman  on  organizstioD, 
at  the  time  of  so  subscribing  or  upon  call  for  payment  by  the 
board  of  commissioners ;  and  when  the  amount  of  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  subscribed 
and  paid  in  in  cash,  then  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  sub- 
scribers or  stockholders  to  hold  an  election  for  directors,  all 
of  whom  shall  be  stockholders ;  said  directors  shall  elect  a 
president  and  secretaiy,  which  shall  constitute  an  organiza- 
tion. 

Section  3.  The  affairs  of  said  company  shall  be  managed 
by  a  board  of  directors  consisting  of  twenty- Jle  stockholders 
to  be  elected  annually,  and  such  officers  and  agents  as  they 
shall  appoint ;  the  president  and  secretary  shall  be  elected, 
annually,  by  the  directors  from  their  own  number,  and  all  va- 
cancies happening  in  any  of  said  offices  shall  be  filled  by  the 
board  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  for  which  they  are  elected ; 
the  board  shall  have  power  to  declare  what  number  of  direc- 
tors less  than  the  whole  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 

Section  4.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  consist 
of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of 
fifty  dollars  each  :  Provided,  That  said  company  shall  have 
the  privilege  of  commencing  business  when  the  sum  of  two 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  subscribed 
and  paid  in  in  cash ;  au  amount  sufficient  to  defray  such  inci- 
dental charges  and  expenses  as  may  be  incurred  by  said  com- 
missioners shall  be  deducted  from  the  first  subscriptions  paid 
in ;  and  if  any  subscriber,  his  or  her  assignee  or  transferree 
shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  pay  any  subscription  called  for  by 
the  directors  of  said  company  for  the  space  of  sixty  days 
after  the  same  shall  be  payable,  said  stock  shall  become  for- 
feited to  the  company,  and  may  be  sold  bj'  the  directors  to 
any  person  for  such  price  as  can  be  obtained  for  the  same,  or 
the  directors  may  proceed  to  collect  from  such  delinquent 
stockholder  the  amount  of  such  subscription,  with  legal  in- 
terest thereon,  in  the  same  manner  as  debts  of  the  like  amount 
are  now  recoverable  b}'^  law.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem~ 
bly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  tJie  authority  of  the  same, 
That  George  Pearson,  James  Rhodes,  George  C.  Reis,  R.  H. 
Peebles,  Joshua  Rhodes,  T.  F.  Stryker  and  D.  M.  Kersinger, 
their  successors  and  associates,  be  and  they  are  hereby  incor- 
porated under  the  name,  style  and  title  of  the  New  Castle 
Railroad  and  Mining  Company,  a  body  politic  and  corporate, 
in  deed  and  in  law,  and  by  the  said  name,  style  and  title  they 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  with  all  the  privileges,  fran- 
chises and  immunities  incident  to  a  corporation,  and  be  able 
to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded  in  all  courts  of 
record  and  elsewhere,  and  to  purchase,  receive,  have,  hold,  use 
and  enjoy  to  them  and  their  successors,  goods,  chattels  and 
estate,  real  and  personal,  of  what  kind  and  nature  soever,  and

To  incorporate  the  Farmers'  Mutttal  Insurance  and  Protection  Com- 
pany of  Chester  County. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  samOf 
That  Robert  L.  M'Clellan,  John  M.  Pomei'oy,  J.  Ross  Owens, 
A.  P.  Tutton,  J.  Nevin  Pomero}-,  J.  Latta  Stewart,  S.  H. 
Swanzy,  Robert  Futty,  Hugh  Gamble,  Aaron  Baker,  Andrew 
Murphy,  H.  G.  Thomas,  and  such  other  persons  as  may  be 
hereafter  associated  with  them  under  the  authority  of  this 
act,  and  their  successors,  are  hereby  made  a  corporation  by 
the  name  of  the  Farmers'  Mutual  Insurance  and  Protection 
Company  of  Chester  County,  with  all  the  legal  incidents  of  a

The  company  shall  have  power  to  insure  build- 
ings and  personal  property  against  loss  by  fire,  to  which  cases 
its  risks  shall  be  limited  ;  but  no  risk  shall  be  taken  on  manu- 
factories or  other  buildings  using  steam  engines,  nor  any 
otlier  property  regarded  extra  hazardous,  nor  shall  any  greater 
amount  than  five  thousand  dollars  be  insured  upon  any  budd- 
ing and  its  contents,  nor  any  two  buildings  adjoining  each 
other  ;  it  may  charge  such  rates  of  insurance  as  shall  be  sufli- 
cient  to  meet  all  losses  and  expenses,  but  no  dividend  shall 
be  declared  or  paid,  or  surplus  divided  ;  and  if  the  surplus 
fund  should  at  any  time  amount  to  fifty  thousand  dollars,

ceipt of  such  conveyance,  to  execute  in  the  name  of  the  said 
corporation,  and  deliver  to  the  vendor  or  vendors,  bonds  and

their  opinion,  be  advisable  and  necessar}',  not  exceeding  six 
($6,000)  thousand  dollars,  including  the  cost  of  the  land  and 
improvements,  and  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  same  hy 
bonds  and  mortgages  on  such  real  estate.

To  regulate  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  the  county  of  Alle- 
gheny. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  all  laws  and   parts  of  laws  now  in  force,  relative  to  the  Existing  laws 
sale  of  vinous,  spirituous,  malt  or  brewed  liquors,  or  any  ad-  i-^ptsnit^i. 
mixtures  thereof,  in  the  county  of  Allegheny,  or  any  part 
thereof,  be  and  the  same  are  hereb}^  repealed  ;  and  from  and 
after  the  passage  of  this  act  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  keep  or  sales  prohibit- 
mair.tain  in  said  county  any  house,  room  or  place  where  vinous,  ^i^'i-^fi^ai^i^r'^'pro- 
spirituous,malt  or  brewed  liquors,  or  any  admixtures  thereof,  vided. 
are  sold  or  drank,  except  as  hereinafter  provided:  Provided, 
That  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  repeal  or  affect  any  Not  to  affect 
special  law  prohibiting  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  or  tuo-'iavvs!^^^^'^'" 
prohibiting  the  granting  of  licenses  in  any  borough  or  town- 
ship in  Allegheny  county.

Breweries  and  distilleries,  in  all  parts  of  the  coun- 
c^assifled  anj"^^  ^^''  ^ball  be  returned,  classed,  assessed  and  licensed  agreeably 
licensed.  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  the  tenth  of  April,  Anno  Dom- 

ini one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fort3'-nine,  entitled  "An 
Act  to  create  a  sinking  fund,  and  to  provide  for  the  gradual 
and  certain  extinguishment  of  the  debt  of  the  commonwealtli." 
How  venders  to  SECTION  5.  That  every  vender  of  vinous,  malt  or  distilled 
beciassifledand  jiquors,  either  with  or  without  other  goods,  wares  or  commo- 
dities, except  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  be  classed  and  re- 
quired to  give  the  bond  and  pa^',  annually,  for  and  before  ob- 
taining their  respective  licenses,  as  follows:  Those  who  are- 
esteemed  and  taken  to  make  and  effect  annual  sales  to  the

druggist  or  apothecary  to  vend  or  sell,  by  the  retail,  any  li- 
quors mentioned  in  this  act ;  and  no  druggist  or  apothecary 
shall  sell  or  keep  for  sale,  under  any  name  or  pretence  what- 
ever, any  preparation  or  admixtures  as  aforesaid  tl)at  may  be 
used  as  a  beverage,  nor  permit  any  such  liquors,  as  a  beverage, 
to  be  drank  at  the  drug  store  or  shop  where  sold,  traded  or 
given,  nor  at  any  place  piovided  by  such  druggist  as  a  seller, 
trader  or  giver, for  that  purpose:  Provided,  That  no  unmixed 
intoxicating  liquors  of  any  kind,  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt, 
shall  be  sold  or  furnished  to  any  person  but  once  on  any  one 
prescription  of  a  physician. 

Section  17.  No  brewer,  distiller  or  wholesale  dealer  shall 
allow  any  liquors  sold  by  him,  her  or  them  to  be  drank  upon 
the  premises  where  sold. 

Section  IS.  Whenever  any  riot  or  other  breach  of  the  peace 
shall  occur  at  or  within  any  tippling-house  or  other  place  where 
spirituous,  vinous,  malt  or  brewed  liquors  are  sold,  without  a 
license  being  taken  out  in  conformity  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  the  proprietor  or  keeper  of  such  tippling-house  or  other 
place  where  such  liquors  are  so  sold  shall  be  deemed  and  taken 
to  be  an  aider  and  abettor  in  such  riot  or  other  breach  of  the 
peace,  and  shall  be  liable  to  be  prosecuted  and  punished  as 
such. 

Section  19.  Every  person  convicted  under  the  preceJiug 
section  of  this  act,  and  every  person  convicted  of  keeping  a 
disorderly  house  within  the  county  of  Allegheny,  shall  be 
subject  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  and  be 
imprisoned  for  a  term  not  exceeding  twelve  calendar  months, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  offender.

WiiEREAR,  The  safety  of  the  public  is  endangered  by  want  preamble, 
of  care  in  the  sale  of  pois<ins,  whether  to  be  used  as  such  for 
legitimate  i)ui-poses  or  employed  as  medicine,  and  dispensed 
on  the  prescriptions  of  })ijysician  : 

And  whtraa.-i^  Tiie  power  of  physicians  to  overcome  dis- 
ease depends  greatly  on  their  ability  to  obtain  good  and  un- 
adulterated drugs  and  skillfully  prepared  medicines; 

A7id  ivhereas,  The  class  of  pei-sons  to  which  the  prepara- 
tion and  sale  of  drugs,  medicines  and  poisons  properly  be- 
long, known  as  apothecaries,  chemists  and  druggists  or  phar- 
macists, should  possess  a  pi'actical  knowledge  of  the  business 
and  science  of  pharmacy  in  all  its  relations  ;  therefore.

The  dut^^  of  the  said  the  Pharmaceutical  Exam- 
ining Board  shall  be  to  examine  every  person  who  shall  desire 
to  carry  on  the  business  of  a  retail  apothecary,  or  that  of  re- 
tailing drugs,  chemicals  or  poisons,  or  of  compounding  and 
dispensing  physicians'  prescriptions,  touching  his  competency 
and  qualification  for  that  purpose,  and  upon  the  said  board, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  being  satisfied  of  such  competenc}^  and

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  samCr 
That  the  qualified  electors  of  the  First,  Third,  Fourth  and 
Fifth  wards,  in  the  city  of  Williamsport,  in  the  county  of  Ly- 
coming, shall,  at  their  annual  election  for  municipal  officers  to 
be  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  May,  in  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-two,  elect  two  city  councilmen  in  each  of 
said  wards,  one  of  whom  shall  serve  for  two  3'ears,  and  one 
for  three  years,  (the  candidate  receiving  the  greatest  number 
of  votes  at  such  election  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of 
three  years ;)  and  thereafter  there  shall  be  one  councilman 
elected  in  each  of  said  wards  who  shall  serve  three  years,  and 
until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified.

Section  1,  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hei^eby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  James  M.  Couch,  B.  Gr.  Welch,  George  A.  Rahm,  J.  corporator, 
H.    Springer,  Frederick  Gerker,  George  W.  Downing  'and 
Perry  Dean,  and  their  associates  and  successors,  shall  be  and 
they  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate  by  the 
name  and   style    of  the  Farmers'    and  Mechanics'    Saving  Name. 
Bank,  to  be  located  in  Danville,  and  by  that  name  shall  have  PriYiieges. 
perpetual  succession,  and  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be 
impleaded  in  any  court  whatsoever,  may  have  a  common  seal, 
maj'  renew  or  alter  the  same  at  pleasure,  also  may  have  the 
right  to  own  and  hold  real  estate  and  improve  or  dispose  of  the 
same  at  pleasure.

domestic,  promissory  note  or  other  negotiable  paper,  at  a  legal 
rate  of  interest,  and  the  interest  may  be  received  in  advance, 
and  shall  have  the  right  to  hold  in  trust  or  as  collateral 
security  for  loans,  or  advances,  or  discounts,  estate,  real,  per-  „^ 

sonal  or  mixed,  including  the  notes,  bonds,  obligations  or 
accounts  of  the  United  States,  individuals  or  corporations, 
and  to  purchase,  collect  and  adjust  the  same,  and  to  dispose 
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thereof  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  bank,  or  for  the  payment  of 
the  debts  as  security  for  which  the  same  may  be  held,  in  any 
marliet  of  the  world,  and  for  such  price  and  such  terms  as 
may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  said  corporation  and  the  parties  con- 
tracting therewith. 

Section  5.  The  board  of  directors  shall  make  all  by-laws 
necessary  for  properly  conducting  the  business  of  the  bank, 
not  inconsistent  wich  the  laws  of  the  state  or  United  States, 
and  shall  have  power  to  require  payments  of  any  amount  re- 
maining unpaid  on  the  stock  of  said  bank,  at  such  times  and 
in  such  proportions  as  they  think  proper,  and  after  thirty 
days'  notice,  under  penalfc}^,  in  case  of  non-payment  as  re- 
quired, of  forfeiture  to  the  bank  of  such  stock  and  all  previ- 
ous payments  thereon. 

Sectdn  6.  The  said  bank  may  receive  money  to  keep  for 
its  depositors  either  wirh  or  without  interest  payable  thereon, 
and  may  buy  or  sell  bullion,  buy,  sell,  draw  or  negotiate  bills 
of  exchange,  bills  of  lading,  stocks  and  bondo  of  all  compa- 
nies, states,  and  of  the  United  States,  or  other  good  and  suffi- 
cient securities,  as  may  be  agreed  upon. 

Section  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  bank  to  transact 
financial  business  as  a  natural  person,  and  as  such  to  become 
a,nd  act  as  a  treasurer  and  financial  agent  of  charitable  and  re- 
ligious institutions  and  corporations,  and  as  financial  agent  of 
the  state  of  Pennsylvania  and  other  states,  of  city  govern- 
ments, and  counties  and  districts,  in  the  management  of  their 
business,  and  shall  give  security  to  such  institutions,  states 
and  governments  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  if 
required. 

Section  8.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  de- 
clare and  pay  dividends  out  of  the  earnings  of  the  bank  to  the 
stockholders,  at  such  times  and  in  such  amounts  as  to  them 
may  seem  proper. 

Section  9.  The  annual  election  for  president  and  directors 
shall  be  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  January  of  each  year,  un- 
less changed  by  the  by-laws  of  the  bank  ;  the  directors  shall 
have  power  to  elect  all  officers  or  agents  they  may  deem  neces-

trust  created  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  this  state,  and 
execute  such  legal  trusts  in  regard  tathe  same,  on  such  terms 
as   may  be  declared,  established  or  agreed  upon  in  regard     ■ 
thereto,  to  accept   from   and   execute   trusts    from    married 
women  in  respect  to  their  separate  propertj^,  and  to  act  as 
agents  in  their  management  of  such  property',  and  may  be-  May  beconie  de- 
come  the  depository  of  trusts  and  such  other  funds  that  may  uust  funds.

Whereas,  Bj^  an  act  of  the  legislation  of  the  common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania,  approved  April  tenth.  Anno  Domini 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty,  commissioners  were 
appointed  to  sell  the  Franklin  railroad,  situated  in  the  county 
of  Franklin : 

And  iohe7'eas,  The  said  commissioners  did  afterwards  sell 
the  said  railroad,  its  franchises  and  privileges  to  Edward  R. 
Biddle,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  act  aforesaid  : 

Ajid  whereas,,  The  legislature  of  Pennsylvania,  by  the  act 
approved  the  ninth  day  of  April,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fifty-six,  and  for  the  reason  set  forth  therein, 
did  resume,  for  the  use  of  the  said  commonwealth,  all  the 
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rights  and  privileges  of  the  said  Franklin  Railroad  Company, 
and  by  the  act  of  the  twelfth  day  of  May,  Anno  Domini  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-seven,  did  appoint  commis- 
sioners to  sell  the  same : 

And  whereas,  The  said  commissioners  did  subsequently 
sell  and  convey  the  said  Franklin  railroad,  its  rights,  privi- 
leges and  franchises  to  James  J.  Dull,  and  after  deducting 
the  expenses  of  sale,  et  cetera,  the  balance  of  the  purchase 
money  of  the  said  road,  whic^was  the  property  of  the  said 
Edward  R.  Biddle,  namely :  The  sum  of  five  thousand  one

Provided,  That  the  said  courts  shall  be  satisfied  of  the  se- 
curity of  the  said  depository :  Provided  however,  That  nothing  prohibition. 
in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  authorize  the  issue  of  circu- 
lating notes;  such  deposits  with  interest,  at  such  rates  as 
may  be  agreed  upon,  in  lawful  money,  national  bank  notes, 
or  notes  of  banks  incorporated  in  this  state,  in  sums  not  less 
than  one  dollar  when  required  during  business  hours  :  Pro- 
vided, That  deposits  by  married  women  and  minors  may  be  ^^fs^^^^^i  ^f^".^'' 
repaid  to  them,  and  such  re-payments  made  upon  their  orders,  I'ied  women, 
checks  or  receipts,  shall  discharge  said  corporation  from  any 
further  claims  for  the  same;  and  deposits  so  made  by  married 
women  or  minors,  shall  not  at  any  time  be  subject  to  the 
claim  or  demand  of  or  payable  to  the  husband  of  said  married 
woman,  or  the  parent  or  guardian  of  such  minors. 

Section  3.  That  for  the  security  of  the  depositors  of  the  capital  stovk. 
said  corporation  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  persons  named  in

That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  corporation  to  Maj'  provide 
construct  and  provide  all  necessary  works  to  supply  the  said  premi'se'switu'^' 
premises  with  water  and  artificial  light,  and  to  provide  all  the  water,  &c. 
conveniences  and  make  all  other  improvemeuts  which  may  be  , 

deemed  necessary  or  desirable. 

Section  3.  That  the  affairs  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  Mmagers. 
conducted  by  a  board  of  eleven  (II)  managers,  who  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot  from  among  the  stockholders,  a  majority  of 
whom  shall  be  lay  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  church.

tween the  present  New  Castle  and  Croton  road  and  the  New 
Castle  borough  line,  and  which  is  crossed  by  the  Neshannock 
river  : 

And  whereas,  Said  portion  of  said  state  road  has  become 
unnecessar}^,  by  reason  of  the  opening  of  new  roads  subse- 
qently  to  the  laying  out  of  the  said  state  road,  aud  the  im- 
provement of  old  roads  :

Relating  to  the  collection  of  taxes  in  the  county  of  Cambria. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  ofBepresen- 
tatives  of  the  Cotnmomvealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
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That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  it  shall  be  the  duty  Duties oi county 

of  the  commissioners  of  Cambria  county,  in  each  and  every  <'om'>"';^'onfi"«- 

year,  immediately  after  the  assessment  of  taxes  for  state  and 

county  purposes  shall  be  completed,  not  later  than  the  first 

Monday  of  April,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law,  to  cause 

their  clerk  to  make  out  a  fair  duplicate  of  all  seated  real  estate 

and  personal  property  assessed,  with  the  taxes  thereon,  in  a 

convenient  form,  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  treasurer  of  said 

county,  together  with  a  certificate  under  their  hands,  attested 

by  the  clerk,  duly  certifying  the  same  to  have  been  regularly 

assessed. 

Section  2.  That  it  sliall  be  the  dut}^  of  t-he  treasurer  of  said  Dntiesofoounty 
count}',  after  he  shall  receive  the  duplicates  of  the  assessments  ^''^aswrer. 
from  the  county  commissioners,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  to 
give  at  least  thirt}^  days'  notice,  by  weekly  publication  in  two 
newspapers  printed  in  said  county,  and  also  by  at  least  ten 
written  or  printed  handbills,  to  be  put,  up  in  the  most  public 
places  in  each  township,  borough  or  ward  in  said  county,  of 
the  times  at  which  he  will  attend  at  the  place  of  holding  the 
township  or  borough  elections  in  each  township  or  borough  of 
said  count3^,for  the  purpose  of  collecting  and  receiving  state, 
(including  military,)  county  and  poor  taxes  ;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  treasurer,  in  person  or  b}'  deputy,  to  attend  at  least 
one  day  in  each  township  and  borough  in  said  county  for  the 
purpose  aforesaid,  previous  to  the  firstday  of  September  in  each 
3'ear  ;  and  he  shall  give  receipts  for  the  taxes  in  all  cases  when 
lequired  by  the  persons  paying  the  same  :  Provided,  That  if  ■f)ptinction.s  lor 
any  person  or  persons  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Sep-  n'en t  oc  ^axes 
tember  aforesaid,  pay  to  such  treasurer  the  amount  of  his  or 
tier  taxes,  such  persons  shall  be  entitled  to  a  deduction  of  five 
per  centum  oi^the  amount  thereof. 

Section  3.  In  case  an}'-  state,  military,  county  or  poor  tax  in  case  of  non- 
assessed  in  any  township  or  borough  within  said  county  shall  faxe"^treasurer 
remain  unpaid  for  a  period  of  thirty  days  from  and  after  the  to  issue  warrant 
first  day  of  September  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  oouecto?.'''"  °' 
treasurer  of  the  said  county  of  Cambria  to  issue  his  warrant 
under  his  hand,  accompanied  by  a  schedule  of  all  such  unpaid 
taxes,  adding  thereto  five  per  centum,  and  the  names  of  the 
persons  respectively  to  whom  the  same  arc  charged,  in  the 
proper  duplicates,  directed  to  the  constable  of  the  proper 
township  or  borough,  or  if  there  be  no  constable  therein,  then 
the  treasurer  shall  appoint  some  suitable  freeholder  whose 
duty  it  is  hereby  made  to  receive  the  same,  authorizing  and 
requiring  him  to  demand  and  receive  from  the  persons  named 
in  the  schedule  the  sums  with  which  they  are  charged  respec- 
tively ;  and  the  said  warrants  shall  further  authorize  and  re- 
quire such  constable  or  collector,  in  case  any  person  named 
in  the  schedule  annexed  shall  fail  to  pay  the  amount  with 
which  such  person  is  therein  charged,  after  demand  therefor 
made  by  such  constable  or  collector,  to  levy  the  same  by  dis- 
tress and  sale  of  goods  and  chattels  of  such  delinquent, 
giving  ten  days'  public  notice  of  such  sale  by  three  written 
or  printed  advertisements  ;  and  in  such  case  the  constable  or 
collector  shall  be  entitled  to  retain  out  of  the  proceeds  of 
such  sale,  after  first  deducting  the  taxes,  the  same  fees  as  are 
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(.'ompensation 
of  constable  or 
ooilector.

now  allowed  to  constables  by  law  for  a  levy  and  sale  upon  a 
writ  of  execution  :  Provided,  Where  the  said  taxes  are  paid 
on  demand,  or  within  ten  days  thereafter,  the  constable  or 
collector  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  as  a  compensation  of  fiv^e 
per  centum  for  his  services. 

Section  4.  That  upon  the  delivery  of  the  county  treasurer 
of  his  warrant  to  any  collector  or  constable,  according!;  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  he  shall  charge  such  constable  or  col- 
lector with  the  whole  amount  of  taxes  contained  in  the  schedule 
thereto  annexed,  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  tlie  purpose, 
from  which  liability  such  constable  and  his  sureties  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  only  be  discharged  by  payment  of 
said  araouflt,  after  deducting  such  exonerations  as  may  be  al- 
lowed to  such  constable  or  collector,  and  certified  to  the  said 
treasurer  by  the  county  commissioners,  for  mistakes,  indigent 
persons,  unseated  lands  and  other  cases  wherein  exonerations 
are  now  allowed  by  law  to  collectors  of  taxes. 

Section  5.  The  bonds  of  the  constables  now  I'equired  by 
law  shall  stand  as  securit}-  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
their  duty  under  this  act,  and  iu  case  the  court  of  quarter  ses- 
sions of  Cambria  county  shall  deem  the  same  to  be  iasulticient, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  court  to  direct  that  a  bond,  iu  a 
penalty  not  more  than  double  the  amount  now  required,  shall 
be  given. 

Section  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  constables  or 
collectors  who  shall  receive  warrants  from  the  treasurer  of 
said  county  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  settle  their 
accounts,  obtain  their  exonerations  and  paj'  over  to  the  trea- 
surer of  said  county  all  moneys  collected  by  them  in  pursu- 
ance of  said  warrants,  within  two  months  from  and  after  the 
day  of  deliveiy  of  such  warrants  to  them  respectively  ;  which 
day  shall  be  endorsed  on  each  warrant  by  the  treasurer  issu- 
ing the  same,  and  shall  also  be  by  him  entered  in  a  book  to 
be  b}'  him  kept  for  that  purpose  ;  which  book,  verified  by  the 
oath  or  afilrmation  of  such  treasurer,  or,  in  case  of  his  death, 
absence  out  of  the  state  or  other  inability  to  appear  and  testify, 
by  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  any  credible  person,  proving  the 
handwriting  of  such  treasurers,  shall  be  competent  evidence 
to  establish  the  fact  of  the  delivery  of  an}^  warrant  or  war- 
rants to  any  constable  or  constables  as  aforesaid,  in  any  court 
of  law  in  this  commonwealth. 

Section  Y.  That  in  case  any  constable  or  collector  shall  fail 
to  maiiC  the  settlement  and  paj-ment  in  the  preceding  section 
of  this  act,  within  the  time  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  treasurer  of  said  county  immediately  to  cause  an  action  of 
debt  in  the  name  of  the  commonwealth  to  be  brought  uiDon 
the  bond  of  such  constable  or  collector  ;  and  if,  upon  the  trial 
of  any  such  suit,  it  shall  appear  that  such  constable  or  col- 
lector has  not  complied  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  judg- 
ment shall  be  rendered  against  the  defendants  therein  for  the 
amount  for  which  said  constable  is  delinquent,  together  with 
interest  at  the  rate  of  twelve  per  centum  per  annum  from  and 
after  the  expiration  of  the  aforesaid  two  months,  and  full

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  (he  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
lativesofthe  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  iyi  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same. 
That  during  a  period  of  four  years,  from  and  after  tlie  passage 
of  this  act,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to 
take,  catch,  kill,  or  assist  in  taking,  catching  or  killing  any 
fish  by  means  of  any  seine  or  seines,  net  or  nets  of  any  kind 
whatsoever,  in  any  of  the  Union  Canal  Company  dams  or  the 
Summit  level  of  the  Union  canal,  in  the  count}^  of  Lebanon, 
and  that  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  an}"-  person  or  persons  to 
catch  or  take  fish  in  any  of  said  dams  or  Summit  level  in  any 
way  whatever  during  the  spawning  season,  namely  from  the 
twentieth  day  of  June  to  the  twentieth  day  of  July  in  each 
and  eveiy  j^ear :  Provided  however.  That  this  section  shall 
not  apply  to  the  use  of  set-nets,  except  during  the  spawning 
season.

Section  3.  That  dividends  of  so  much  of  the  profits  of  said 
company,  as  shall  appear  advisable  to  the  directors,  shall  be 
declared  semi-annually,  to  be  paid  at  any  time  after*ten  days 
from  the  time  of  declaring  the  same.

To  authorize  the  school  directors  of  Susquelianna  county  to  appro- 
priate land  for  school  houses,  et  cetera. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  o/Bepresen- 
tativesofthe  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assevi' 
bit/  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  whenever  the  board  of  school  directors  of  any  school 
district  in  the  county  of  Susquehanna,  shall  be  unable  to  ob- 
tain title  to  the  land  on  which  school  houses  have  been  erected, 
by  agreement  with  the  owners  or  owner  of  the  land,  or  when- 
ever the  board  of  school  directors  of  any  school  district  in 
said  county  shall  be  unable  to  obtain  additional  land  for  school 
purposes,  adjoining  any  school  house,  by  agreement  with  the 
owner  or  owners  of  the  land,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
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tbe  board  of  directors,  in  behalf  of  the  district,  to  enter  upon 
and  occupy  as  much  o;round  as  may  be  needed  for  school  pur- 
poses, which  they  shall  designate  and  mark  off,  not  exceeding 
in  any  case  one-half  acre  to  any  one  school  house,  and  to  use 
and  occupy  the  same  for  school  purposes  ;  and  for  all  damage 
done  or  suffered,  or  which  shall  occur  to  the  owner  or  owners 
of  said  land  by  reason  of  the  taking  of  the  same  for  the  pur- 
poses aforesaid,  the  funds  of  the  district,  which  may  be  raised 
by  taxation,  shall  be  pledged  and  deemed  as  security  ;  and  it

any  one  of  them  in  behalf  of  all,  to  appoint  a  jury  of  viewers, 
consisting  of  three  discreet  and  disinterested  citizens  of  said 
county,  who  shall  nou  be  the  owners  of  property  or  residents 
in  the  school  district  in  which  such  land  is  taken  as  aforesaid, 
and  appoint  a  time,  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  thirty 
days  thereafter  for  said  viewers  to  meet  upon  said  lands,  of 
which  time  and  place  ten  days'  notice  shall  l3e  given  by  the  pe- 
titioners to  the  said  viewers  and  the  other  party  ;  and  the  said 
viewers  or  any  two  of  them,  having  been  first  duly  sworn  or 
aftirmed,  faithfully,  justly  and  impartially  to  decide,  and  a 
true  report  to  make  concerning  all  matters  and  things  to  be 
submitted  to  them,  and  having  viewed  the  premises,  they 
shall  establish  and  determine  the  quantity  and  value  of  said 
land  so  taken  to  be  used  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and  after 
having  made  a  fair  and  just  computation  of  the  advantages 
and  disadvantages,  they  shall  estimate  and  determine  whether 
any,  and  if  any,  what  amount  of  damages  has  been  or  may  be 
sustained,  and  to  whom  payable,  and  make  report  thereof  to 
the  said  court ;  and  if  damages  be  awarded,  and  the  report  be 
confirmed  by  the  said  court,  which  shall  be  final,  judgment

Section  3.  Anyroad-master  elected  or  appointed  as  afore- 
said, before  receiving  this  duplicate  from  the  supervisors, 
shall  be  either  sworn  or  affirmed  by  said  supervisors,  or  some 
person  properl}'  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  to  perform 
the  duties  of  the  office  of  road-master  with  fidelit}'. 

Section  4.  The  said  road-master  shall  notify  each  person 
nametl  in  his  duplicate,  b}'  giving  at  least  two  daj-s'  notice  of 
the  time  and  place  he  intends  to  work  on  the  roads  ;  and  if  the 
person  so  notified  neglects  or  refuses  to  work  as  directed,  or 
to  pa}'^  to  the  said  road-master  the  amount  of  such  road  tax, 
such  delinquent  shall  be  returned  b}'  the  road-master  to  the 
supervisors  b}'  the  first  day  of  September  in  each  3'ear,  who 
thereupon  shall  add  to  the  sum  due  by  such  delinquent  a  sum 
equal  to  one-half  thereof,  and  issue  their  warrant  for  the  col- 
lection of  all  unpaid  taxes  returned  as  aforesaid,  together  with 
the  amount  so  added,  to  the  proper  constable  or  collector  of 
said  township,  who  is  hereby  empowered  and  required  to  col- 
lect the  same  as  other  taxes  are  by  law  collected. 

Section  5.  The  said  road-masters  are  hereby  required  to 
have  the  road  tax  in  their  respective  districts  worked  out  as 
soon  as  practicable  after  receiving  their  duplicates  from  su- 
pervisors, and  before  the  first  day  of  September  in  each  3'ear, 
aud  shall  annually  in  the  month  of  January,  meet  with  the 
supervisors,  (who  shall  hold  a  meeting  for  such  purpose,)  and 
settle  their  respective  accounts ;  and  any  failure  on  the  part 
of  an}'  road-master  to  settle  as  aforesaid,  to  notify  tax-payers, 
or  work  out  or  account  for  said  road  taxes  or  moneys  received 
for  taxes,  and  how  expended,  if  expended,  shall  subject  those 
neglecting  to  a  fine  ot  fifteen  dollars,  in  addition  to  any  sum 
or  sums  unaccounted  for  aud  costs,  recoverable  as  debts  of 
like  amount  are  recovei'able,  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  at 
a  suit  of  the  proper  treasurer  of  the  township,  on  complaint 
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made  by  the  supervisors  to  said  treasurer :  Provided^  That  proviso. 
if  any  road-raaster  is  prevented  by  sickness  or  inability  to  at- 
tend to  the  duties  of  the  office,  notice  shall  be  immediately 
given  to  the  said  supervisors,  or  the  said  road-master  may 
depute  some  tax-payer  within  such  road  district,  to  oversee  the 
working  out  of  the  taxes,  who  shall  render  to  such  road-master 
a  true  account  of  all  work  done,  that  proper  credits  may  be 
given. 

Section  6.  The  taxables  of  any  road  district  shall  not  be  Taxabiesnot 
required  to  go  out  of  their  respective  districts  for  the  purpose  ^vorkmuside 
of  making  or  improving  any  road  in  said  township  ;  but  in  their  districts. 
case  of  the  damage  or  destruction  of  any  bridge  by  flood  or

shall  so  receive  any  money  or  thing  for  services  rendered  con-  peuaity  for  re- 
trary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  such  person  shall  forfeit  ceiving  money 
and  pay  for  the  benefit  of  the  schools  of  the  proper  township,  contrary  to  act. 
such  amount  so  received  by  such  supervisor,  and  a  fine  of 
fifteen  dollars  and  costs,  to  be  recovered  as  other  fines  of 
equal  amount  are  b}^  law  recoverable,  before  any  justice  of 
the  peace,  at  the  suit  of  the  proper  treasurer  of  the  school  dis- 
trict of  such  township,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  enforce  the 
payment  of  the  same,  on  complaint  in  writing  of  a  majority 
of  the  township  auditors,  or  of  any  six  qualified  electors  of 
said  township.

water,  and  see  tha';  the  roads  of  his  district  are  passable  at  all 
times,  and  at  no  time  dangerous  or  unsafe. 

If  any  road-master  shall  allow  any  person  any  E.^oessive  cred- 
credit  for  any  time  not  actually  spent  for  the  benefit  of  the  ^'•^^  roads°^<fcc"^^ 
roads,  or  for  any  amount  not  fully  and  actually  earned  by  reiatiVe  lo. 
any  person  in  proportion  to  the  dailv  pay  allowed,  or  for  any 
material  not  actually  furnished,  or  at  more  than  the  market 
value  of  the  same,  and  if  complaint  be  made  of  any  such  fact

Section  11.  If  any  supervisor,  supervisors,  or  other  person 
empowered  so  to  do,  shall  fail  to  keep  the  proper  roads, 
bridges  and  crossings  in  good  repair,  and  thereby  endanger 
the  safety  of  the  traveling  public,  or  shall  wilfully  neglect  or 
refuse  to  perform  any  duty  enjoined  by  this  act,  it  is  hereby 
declared  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  sub- 
ject any  person  so  neglecting  or  refusing  to  removal  from 
office,  and  in  addition  to  any  other  fine  imposed  for  any  viola- 
tion of  certain  provisions  of  this  act,  an  additional  fine  of 
not  more  than  twent3'-five  dollars  and  costs  of  prosecution,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  court.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assent' 
hly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authonty  of  the  same. 
That  the  qualified  electors  of  Madison  township,  iu  the  count}'' 
of  Columbia,  shall  elect  three  competent  persons  of  the  toAvn- 
ship  aforesaid  to  be  directors  of  the  poor  and  of  the  house  of 
employment  for  Madison  township  for  the  ensuing  year;  and 
the  directors  so  elected,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall,  immedi- 
ately after  their  election  as  aforesaid,  proceed  to  determine 
Topurchase        "pon  and  purchase  such  real  estate  as  the}',  or  a  majority  of 
real  estate,  and   them,  shall   deem  necessary  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
iiigsto  court.  '   poor  of  Madison  township,  and  to  take  a  conveyance  therefor 
in  the  name  and  for  the  use  of  the  corporation  mentioned  in 
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the  third  section  of  this  act,  and  certify  their  proceedings 
herein,  under  their  hands  and  seals,  to  the  clerk  of  the  quarter 
sessions  of  Columbia  county  to  be  filed  in  his  otfice  ;  and  the 
judge  and  inspectors  of  the  election  of  said  township  shall, 
imraediattily  upon  casting  up  the  vote  of  said  township,  or 
within  three  days  thereafter,  certify,  under  their  hands  and  Certificate  oi 
seals,  the  names  of  persons  so  elected  directors,  to  the  clerk  ^^'ection.

in  writing,  to  the  said  directors  of  their  being  elected  ;  and  the  tors  elect, 
said  directors  shall  meet  at  the  place  of  holding  the  general  Mectin-i-. 
election  in  the  said  township  on  the  first  Monday  of  Novem-

of  the  gift,  alienation  or  bequest  of  any  person  or  persons 
v.'hatsoever,  to  purchase,  take  and  hold  any  lands  and  tene- 
ments within  the  township,  in  fee  simple  or  otherwise,  and 
erect  suitable  buildings  for  the  reception,  use  and  accommo- 
dation of  the  poor  of  said  township,  to  provide  all  things 
necessary  for  the  lodging,   maintenance  and  employment  of 
said  poor,  to  appoint  a  treasurer  annuallj^,  who   shall  give 
bond  with  full  and  suificient  security  for  the  faithful  discharge 
of  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  at  the  expiration  thereof  for 
the  payment  and  delivery  over  to  his  successor  in  office  of  all 
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mone3-s,  bonds  or  notes,  book  accounts  or  other  papers  to  the 
said  corporation  belonging,  which  shall  then  be  remaining  in 
his  hands,  custod3-  and  possession  ;  and  said  directors  shall 
have  po^Ycr  to  emplo}-  and  at  jileasure  remove  a  steward  or 
stewards,  matron  or  matrons,  physician  or  phj'sicians,  sur- 
geon or  surgeons  and  all  other  attendants  that  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  said  poor  respectively,  to  bind  out  as  apprentices 
so  that  such  apprcnticesliips  may  expire,  it'  males,  at  or  before 
tbe  age  of  twent\--one  years,  if  females  at  or  before  the  age 
of  eighteen  years,  such  poor  children  as  shall  come  under 
this  notice  or  may  be  bound  apprentices  :  Provided,  That  no 
such  child  shall  be  bound  outside  of  the  county  of  Columbia, 
nor  without  the  benefit  of  the  public  schools  of  tlie  district. 

Section  4.  That  the  said  directors,  any  two  of  whom  shall

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  ofRepresen,' 
tatives  of  the  Gommomveallh  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assein- 
bly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  James  Miller,  C.  Cunningham  and  J.  H.  Richardson,  or  corporators. 
a  majority  of  them,  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns 
be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  bod^''  politic  and  corporate, 
in  law  and  in  fact,  by  the  name,  stj-lo  and  title  of  the  Library  Title. 
Association  of  Amateurs  of  Philadelphia,  and  by  the  same 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  may  sue  and  be  sued,  have  a  Powers  ami

Section  2.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  consist  of  artists 
of  the  following  professions,  namely:  Of  painters,  sculptors, 
architects  and  engravers,  and  of  amateur  members ;  the  terms 
on  which  membership  shall  be  acquired  and  lost,  to  be  deter- 
mined or  fixed  by  the  by-laws  ;  and  the  corporation  may  confer 
the  title  of  fellow  or  honorary  member  on  any  foreign  artist, 
or  other  person  of  distinguished  merit  in  this  or  any  other 
country. 

Section  3.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to 
issue  certificates  of  stock,  from  time  to  time,  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  subject  to  such 
rules,  regulations  and  forms  as  the  by-laws  of  the  said  corpo- 
ration may  prescribe ;  which  stock  maj'  be  sold  at  the  fixed 
par  value  of  the  shares,  or  at  such  price  as  ma}'  be  determined

spread  of  small-pox,  by  issuing  an  order  requiring  all  per" 
sons  in  the  cit}',  or  any  part  thereof,  to  be  vaccinated  within 
such  time  as  they  shall  prescribe  ;  and  all  persons  refusing  or 
neglecting  to  obey  such  order  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  twent^'-five  dollars :  Fro- 
vided.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  health  to  provl:Ie 
for  the  vaccination  of  sujh  persons  as  are  unable  to  pay  for 
the  same  at  the  expense  of  the  cit3'.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  ofRepreseU' 
tativesofthe  Commonivealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assew.- 
hly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same. 
That  the  select  and  common  councils  of  the  city  of  Alle- 
gheny are  authorized  and  empowed  to  lay  out,  locate  and 
open  an  extension  of  Federal  street,  from  its  present  terminus 
in  said  city  to  a  point  on  the  Perrysville  plank  road  iu  North 
End  district,  county  of  Alleghen}'-,  at  or  near  the  junction  of 
said  road  and  the  old  Franklin  road,  and  to  grade,  pave,  curb 
and  otherwise  improve  the  same  :  Provided,  That  said  coun- 
cils shall  first  fix  a  grade  for  said  proposed  extension. 

Section  2.  Said  councils  shall  appoint  by  ordinance  three 
disinterested  freeholders,  citizens  of  said  county,  as  viewers 
on  said  opening ;  said  viewers  shall  proceed  to  assess  the 
damages  and  benefits  on  the  opening  of  said  street ;  they  shall 
make  a  true  and  conscionable  assessment  of  damages,  taking 
into  consideration  the  i)robable  advantages  which  any  owner 
or  owners  will  be  likely  to  sustain  by  said  opening,  and  shall 
have  power  to  assess  the  same  equitably  and  justly  upon  all 
lots,  pieces  or  tracts  of  land  in  said  city  and  North  End  dis- 
trict or  elsewhere,  that  ma}^  be  or  likely  to  be  benefited  by 
said  improvement ;  said  viewers  shall  proceed  in  the  manner 
now  provided  by  law  for  views  on  street  openings  in  said  city  ;

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem' 
hly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  outhority  of  the  same, 
That  William  Phillips,  J.  J.  Lawrence,  James  Ralston,  Isaac 
Morley,  James  Boycl,  Robert  Arthurs,  Jacob  F.  Slagle,  Wil- 
liam Coleman,  John  Porter,  John  Fitzsimmons,  William 
Burke,  Jr.,  James  D.  Yerner,  J.  J.  Torley,  Ralph  Bagaley 
and  A.  T.  Rowand,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  com- 
missioners "with  full  power  to  lay  out,  grade,  macadamize  or 
otherwise  make  and  finish  an  avenue  or  highway,  to  be  called 
Wildwood  avenue,  at  not  more  of  an  elevation  at  anj'-  one 
place  than  four  (4)  degrees,  and  not  exceeding  fifty  (50)  feet 
in  width,  beginning  at  the  eastern  line  of  the  city  of  Pitts 
burg,  at  or  near  the  termination  of  Lincoln  avenue,  and  ex- 
tending thence  along  or  near  the  Puckity  road,  or  in  that  di- 
rection, to  Sandy  creek,  and  by  the  Birchfield  property  and 
Quincy  school  house ;  thence  to  the  borough  of  Yerona,  on 
the  Allegheny  Yalley  railroad.

dred dollars  :  Provided,  That  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  prose- 
cutions for  false  pretence,  malicious  mischief,  breach  of  the 
peace  and  assault  and  batter^'.

Whereas,  There  has  been  introduced  into  the  congress  of 
the  United  States  a  bill  to  extend  the  jurisdiction  of  the  light- 
house board,  which  is  in  language  as  follows  : 

"  Section  L  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assem- 
bled,  That  the  jurisdiction  of  the  light-house  board,  created 
by  the  act,  entitled  "An  Act  making  appropriations  for  light- 
bouses,  light-boats,  buoys,  &c.,"  approved  August  thirty-first, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-two,  is  hereby  extended 
so  as  to  include  the  Mississippi  river  from  St.  Paul  to  its 
mouth,  Missouri  river  from  Sioux  city  to  its  mouth,  and  the 
Ohio  river  from  Pittsburg  to  its  mouth ;  and  the  said  board 
is  hereby  required  to  arrange  these  rivers  into  one  or  more 
light-house  districts,  to  be  in  all  respects  on  the  same  footing 
as  the  existing  light-house  districts,  and  to  take  the  proper 
means  to  supply  these  rivers  with  such  lights,  buoys,  channel 
marks  and  other  aids  to  navigation  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  security  of  commerce. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  to  carry  out 
the  provisions  of  this  act;"  therefore.

Smith,  James  O.  Richardson  and  James  H.  Beck,  and  such 
other  persons  as  shall  be  associated  with  them,  and  their  suc- 
cessors, be  and  the  same  are  hereby  created  into  a  body  cor- 
porate and  politic,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  the  Potts- 
ville ISteel,  Iron  and  Coal  Company,  by  which  name,  style 
and  title  said  corporators,  and  their  successors,  shall  have 
perpetual  succession,  and  enjoy  ail  the  privileges,  powers, 
liberties,  immunities  and  franchises  usually  appertaining  to  a 
corporation. 

Section  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represent 
r.alivcso/the  Commonivealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem,' 
hly  met,  and  it  is  ?\ereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  Wm.  Y.  Wright,  A.  W.  Lee,  John  S.  Haines,  John  G, 
Eeading  and  J.  B.  Walters,  all  of  the  county  of  Clcarfleld, 
and  state  of  Pennsylvania,  and  their  successors,  are  hereby 
created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  ■n-ith  all  the  powers  of  a

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Gommomvealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
biy  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  Reuben  J.  Flick,  Samuel  S.  Weller,  Calvin  Parsons,  L.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives  of  the  GommoniveaUh  of  Pennsrjlvania  in  General  Assem- 
hly  met,,  and  ii  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
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That  the  Pennsylvania  Cattle  Insurance  Company,  located  at 
Pottsville,  Schuylkill  county,  Pennsylvania,  which  was  incor- 
porated by  the  court  of  comnon  pleas  of  Schuylkill  county  on 
the  twenty-seventh  day  of  November,  Anno  Domini  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  shall  possess  all  the  powers 
and  privileges  and  be  subject  to  all  the  restrictions  and  limi- 
tations which  are  hereby  granted  to  and  imposed  upon  it. 

Section  2.  John  D.  Hadesty,  Elias  Miller,  James  Candy, 
Henry  Shaffner,  Charles  W.  Dengler,  A.  P.  Helms,  William 
Elbert,  Benjamin  Teter,  "William  Hartzog,  William  B.  Wil- 
liams, John  Bernard  and  James  W.  Grier,  the  present  direc-

To  an  act  relative  to  the  qualifications  and  powers  of  road  jurors  in 
the  city  of  Philadelphia,  approved  May  sixth,  Anno  Domini  one  thou. 
sand  eight  hundred  and  seventy. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represent 
(atlves  of  the  CommomveaWi  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Ai^sem- 
bly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same. 
That  hereafter  jurors  in  road  cases,  appointed  by  the  court  of 
quarter  sessions  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  must  be  citizens 
of  good  repute,  owners  of  real  estate  and  residents  of  the  ward 
or  wards  adjoining  to  that  in  which  the  street  to  be  opened  is 
located ;  they  must  not  be  officers  of  an}'  of  the  cdrirts  of 
the  city  of  Philadelphia;  and  no  person  shall  be  appointed 
on  a  second  jury  until  the  first  shall  have  made  their  award. 

Section.  2.  AVhen  a  jur3'  for  opening  or  widening  a  street, 
or  for  assessing  damages  on  the  same,  find  a  building  or  build- 
ings extending  out  upon  the  side-walk,  a  distance  not  exceed- 
ing two-thirds  of  the  width,  such  buildings  may  be  left  until 
the  wants  of  business  and  travel  may  require  their  removal ; 
and  no  damages  shall  be  allowed  the  owner  therefor  until  a 
future  jury  shall  determine  the  necessit}'-  of  their  removal,  and 
the  amount  of  damages  then  to  be  paid. 

Section  3.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  erect  any  building  upon 
any  of  the  streets  laid  out  on  the  plans  of  the  city,  after  said 
plans  have  been  confirmed  ;  and  when  said  streets  are  ordered 
to  be  opened,  buildings  erected  upon  them  since  their  confir- 
mation shall  be  removed  at  the  expense  of  the  owner,  and 
without  any  damages  being  paid  therefor. 

Section  4.  When  a  jury  is  appointed  for  assessing  damages 
for  the  opening  of  any  street,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city 
solicitor  to  procure  at  the  expense  of  the  city,  a  correct  plan 
of  the  street  to  be  opened,  showing  also  all  the  properties 
through  which  it  may  pass,  said  plan  to  be  prepared  and 
ready  for  the  use  of  the  jury  at  their  first  meeting.
